War Contractors Are Told

Virtually all single mer and 
childiess married men of draft age 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
most of whom now are employed in 
war plants, will be called for induc- 
tion in the armed forces before the 
end of the year, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. Previous experience 
of draft officials in rejections for 
physical reasons, indicates about 
150,000 physically fit men will be 
obtained for duty. 

About 400 prime war contractors 
in the area have been notified that 
men in these classifications in the 
18-to-25 age group will be called 
by Sept. 30, and the balance, those 
up to 38, by Dec. 31, Maj. F.’ C.

REVISED ANTISTRIKE BILL 


Conference Report Accepted—Prison for In- 
stigating or Aiding Stoppage in Plant 
or Mine Seized by Government.

WASHINGTON, June 11.— The 
House this afternoon by a roll-call 
vote of 219 to 129 adopted the con- 
ference report on the so-called 
Connally-Smith bill and so paved 
the way—if the Senate agrees and’ 
the President does not interpose a 
veto—to criminal action ,against 
John L. Lewis or any other who 
may foment a strike in a war 
plant, mine or facility, in the pos- 
session of the Government. 
The language of the proposed 
statute on this point is extremely 
broad, embracing any who may 
“coerce, instigate, induce, conspire 
with, or encourage any person to 
interfere, by lock-out, strike, slow- 
down or other interruption, with 
the opeartion of a seized mine or 
plant, and in addition, any who 
may aid such an interruption by 
guidance or by the provision of 
strike or unemployment benefits 
to strikers.” 
The penalty for violation of this, 
the heart of the measure, is fixed 
at a fine of not more than $5000, 
or imprisonment up to a year, or 
both, 
Somewhat trimmed down from

Yet, he said, 
the same result would be accom- 
plished by the inclusion of lan- 
guage which requires the War La- 
bor Board to make its decisions 
conform to the provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act.

While Ezra Van Horn, chairman 
of the operdtor-niiner joint con- 
ference, merely declared a recess 
in the sessions, the union took the 
position that they are ended.

Captive Gen. Von Arnim Lodged 


Beautiful Estate

LONDON, June 11 (AP).—Col. 
Gen, Jurgen von Arnim, vanquished 
commander of the Axis forces in 
Tunisia, is spending his captivity 
in the great mansion of one of 
England's most beautiful estates. 

The sole hint that it is a prison 
is a small notice affixed to the 
wrought iron gates: “War Office 
property. Trespassers will be taken 
into custody.” 

Gen. Ritter von Thoma, who 


‘igardens adjoining the sun terrace 


was captured by the British Eighth 
Army in Libya last year, was the 
first prisoner to be detained in 
the mansion. 

Tenants still live on the estate, 
tending their farms and fields, but 
prisoners weed the famous flower

Outwardly there is nothing un- 
usual about the place, for the gate 
is unlocked and only a dachshund 
barks a warning from the -lodge- 
keeper’s door. A mile up the 
winding, tree-covered drive, how- 
ever, is a ménacing ring of steel, 
barbed wire and sentries. And 
there are thick-walled brick huts 
with high grilled windows scat- 
tered about the grounds. — 

Von Arnim, whose own batman 
ig serving as his valet, is paid $16 
weekly from hie General's salary 
of $8400 a year. The rest is cred- 
ited to his account until after the 
war.

GREEN PREDICTS 
REVOLE AGAINS! 
RISING LIVING COST 


Proposes Two Billion Sub- 
sidy to Reduce Prices, or 
Increase in Wage For- 
mula. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
Predicting a “spontaneous revolt” 
of wage earners unless living 
costs are cut, President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor told a Senate committee 
today a two-billion-dollar yearly 
subsidy was necessary to roll back 
living costs to levels of 13 months 
ago. 

The only alternative, he said, is 
to increase the 15 per cent Little 
Steel formula controlling wage 
increases “per cent for per cent of 
our failure to cut the cost of liv- 


ing down to the May, 1942; level. 
“The workers of the nation feel 
that their government has gone 
back on its promise to extend them 
equality of treatment in the cost of 
living control,” said Green. 

“Unless immediate and express 
action is taken to carry out the 
policy pledged and promised to the 
wage earners of the nation, a 
widespread protest and spontane- 
ous revolt on the part of the work- 
ers agairist the rising cost of liv- 
ing is Loa ory . 

Members of the Senate Banking 
Committee before which Green 
testified said they favored legisla- 
tion restricting sharply the amount 
and number of subsidies that could 
be paid to compensate for price 
cus. 

Green’s assertion to the com- 

mittee that since May, 1942, living 
costs have risen 7 per cent and 
food prices more than 16 per cent, 
without adjustment in wages was 
challenged immediately by Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 
The average weekly wage in- 
crease since last June 30 to March 
15 was 15 per cent, Taft rted, 
adding: | 

“So you can’t assume that wages 
were frozen as of May, 1942.” 

Green heatedly told Taft he would 
send the committee statistics 
to show that the AFL figures are 
correct. 

“Labor insists and demands,” 

continued Green, “that the prices 
of cost of living. items be rolled 
back to bring wages and prices into 
a just and proper relationship and 
to assure economic stability for 
the duration of the war.” 
He estimated that the‘two-billion 
subsidy would reduce the over-all 
cost of living by 4 per cent. Final 
economies, he added, would “far 
more than warrant the cost of the 
subsidy.” 

Asked by the committee for an 
explanation, Green said the Gov- 
ernment avould save “at least four 
billions a year” and consumers six 
billions.

Prohibition Would Be Effective 
From 6 P. M. to Midnight 
Between 3d and 14th. , 
A bill designed to relieve traffic 
congestion by prohibiting parking 
on downtown Washington avenue 
on Monday nights, when stores re- 
main open late to serve war plant 
workers, was presented to. the 
Board of Aldermen today with the 
recommendation. of Arthur C. My- 
ers, director of streets and sewers. 
The measure, introduced by the 
Rev. Joseph C. Caston, would ex- 
tend the Monday night parking bar 
between Third and Fourteenth 
streets from 6 o’clock to midnight. 
The board passed three appro- 
priation bills. One provided $50,000 
for civilian defense activities. An- 
other made $3000 available for hir- 
ing an accountant to audit the 
city’s books.’ The third provided 
$2000 for constructing an appro- 
priate enclosure to house a portrait 
of Gen. John J. Pershing in the 
Soldiers’ Memorial, and for placing 
a canopy over the city’s portable 
reviewing stand.

INVITES. ITALIANS 
10 SET UP NEW 
NON- NAZI RULE 


President Says _ Allies 
Hope to Restore Coun- 
try to Respected Place 
Among Nations.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today called on the 
Italian people to overthrow Mus- 
solini and the Fascists, expel the 
Germans and to establish a demo- 
cratic government which would be 
welcomed by the Allies as a re- 
spected member of the: family of 
nations, 

The President's informal address 
to the Italian people was given at 
his press conference after he had 
noted with pleasure that Pantel- 
leria had fallen, with apparently 
no great loss of life to the Ameri- 
can and British forces. He point- 
ed out that the Italians had boast- 
ed about the strength of this island, 
which they called their Gibraltar. 
He said he understood the surren- 
der had been forced because there 
was not enougn water left on the 
island. : 

Having used the surrender as a 
prologue, the President followed 
the unusual course of appealing to 
the Italian people through the 
American press and radio. His in- 
formal remarks—he said he had 
started to write a statement but 
preferred just to talk—were along 
the line of the recent statements 
of Prime Minister Churchill and 


Secretary of State Hull. 


Substance of Appeal. 

From a typewritten manuscript, 
the President paraphrased his 
challenge to the Italian people. 
The gist of his appeal follows: 

This is an opportune time to 
talk to the Italian people and 
remind them that the British 
and American campaign is the 
logical and inevitable result of 
the course followed by Mussolini, 
who in forming a military alli- 
ance with Germany betrayed his 
own country in a struggle for 
power and aggrandizement. 

The fault was not with the 
Italian people, who were devoted 
to peace, but with the personal, 
Fascist regime which, in the 
name of the Italian people, had 
declared war without provoca- 
tion. 

This unprovoked declaration of 
war was what he had once 
called a “stab in the back.” 

The United Nations had no 
Other choice than to fight Mus- 
solini and the Army until they 
have achieved complete victory. 

The President was certain he 
could speak for all the United 
Nations in assuring the Italian 
people of their freedom of choice

SENATE COMPLETES ACTION ‘ 
ON 6 BILLION LEND-LEASE BILL 


Provision Made That None of 
Funds, be Spent for Agricul- 
tural Subsidies in U. 8. 
WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
The Senate completed Congres 
sional action today on legislation 
appropriating $6,273,629,000 for 
lend-lease operations in the next 
fiscal year, with the stipulation 
that none of the funds be spent 
for subsidies on agricultural prod- 

ucts grown in this country, 

The bill, which now goes to the 
White House, would finance the 
mutual aid program by which this 
country has undertaken to supply 
its allies with munitions, ships, 
food and other war materials. 

Of the proposed outlay, $4,452,- 
623,000 would go for the purchase 
of food, with $1,552,659,000 allo- 
cated for shipping and supplies. 


POPE TO ADDRESS ITALIANS 


Talk to 20,000 Workers Politically 
Important, Berlin Hints, 
NEW YORK, June 11 (AP).— 
The Berlin radio in a Vatican City 
dispatch today reported that Pope 
Pius XII would address 20,000 
Italian workers Sunday at the 
largest reception to %e given by 
the Pontiff since the war began.

AN ADVANCED AMERICAN 
BOMBER BASE IN NORTH AF- 
RICA, June 11 (AP).—Pantelleria, 


Mussolini’s island that couldn’t 
take it, flew the white flag of sur- 
render in the vicinity of its bomb- 
cratered airport at 11:40 a. m. (4:40 
a. m. St. Louis wartime) today. 

It thus became the first fortress 
in history to be blasted into sub- 
mission chiefly by air power. 

Pantelleria. has been bombed 
almost daily since the Axis col- 
lapse in Tunisia, but the relenttess 
hammering in strength began 19 
days ago, when hundreds of Allied 
fighters and light, heavy and me- 
dium bombers began pouring over 
in increasing numbers. 

Just after the greatest weight 
of bombs ever plunged on such a 
small target in a 24-hour period 
had left the defenders groggy and 
helpless, they threw in the towel 
today. 

Outstanding in breaking Panf)- 
leria’s defense was ae deadly 
“creeping barrage” similar to that 
used by artillery to pave the way 
for an infantry advance. 

Abandoning the practice of 
bombing individual targets, Lieut. 
Gen, Carl Spaatz’s “flying artil- 
lery” began a systematic bombard- 
ment of the island, starting from 
the edge of the harbor and laying 
waste the entire area in which the 
Allied seaborne force was ready 
to land. 

The island military garrison, 
which yesterday had three times 
as many bombs plastered on it as 
fell on London in any one night 
during the German attack of 1941, 
finally gave up its harbor base in 
the face of this rolling barrage, 
against which even foxholes and 
slit trenches offered only the most 
meager defense. 

Jubilant American airmen said 
today that what broke the heart 
of little Pantelleria was only a 
taste of what was in store for the 
keystone of Axis defenses—Berlin 
itself.

NEW YORK, June 11 (AP).— 
Hitler lost his first battle to keep 
America and Britain out of Eu- 
rope as Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s forces seized Italy’s Malta 
—the tiny island of Pantelleria 
midway between Sicily and Tu- 
nisia. 

Pan*elleria’s importance as the 
first stepping stone to invade the 
continent far outweighs its size, 
roughly eight by four miles, 

It is the air gateway to Sicily 
and Sardinia, which in turn are 
the gateways to Italy and France. 

The importance of Pantelleria 
lies in its air field and under- 
ground hangars, 

Base for Planes. 

Short range fighters such as 
Spitfires, Warhawks and Ajira- 
cobras cannot successfully fly the 
90 miles from Tunisia to Sicily, 
provide air cover for a _ land- 
ing force by fighting off German 
fighters and then return to Tu- 
nisia. The single motored Allied 
fighters could fly over Sicily but 
if engaged in a battle would not 
have enough gasoline to return to 
Tunisia, This means that if an 
invasion of Sicily were attempted 
only the American P-38 Lightning 
with its long range could provide 
fighter cover for the initial land- 
ings with the aid of what fighters 
could be flown from Malta. 

Planes on the Pantelleria air 
field can bridge the water gap 
between Sicily and Africa. While 
the field’s capacity is limited it

Eisenhower on Ship Shelling Isle 
Missed Guess About Its Surrender

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, June 11 (AP).— 
Even Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
wag too conservative this time. 

Standing on the bridge of a Brit- 
ish cruiser last Tuesday under 
heavy fire from big Italian shore 
rifles on Pantelleria—which sent 
shells to within 300 yards of the 
warship—the Allied commander-in- 
Chief in North Africa said he was 
sure the island would fall once 
infantry had landed. 

Actually it fell in a formal sense 
before the infantry ever got there. 

Assault parties encountered some 
resistance from pockets of troops 
to whom the decision to surrender 
apparently was not communicated 
promptly. 

But, the real capitulation, with 
the traditional white flag flying, 
took place before. The warship 


\which carried EHisenhower last 


Tuesday was closer to the island 
than any of the others in the 
British squadron when he made 
his prediction. 

Beside him was Admiral of the 
Fleet Sir Andrew Browne Cunning- 
ham, Allied naval commander in 
the Mediterranean. 

The squadron’s mission, it was 
stated authoritatively, was to test 
the fire of the shore batteries at 
close range. P 

While big shells dropped all 
around them, the two commanders 
witnessed a naval bombardment 
synchronized with a tremendous 
aerial bombing. They saw a tor- 
pedo-carrying seaplane race’ into 
the innermost part of the harbor 
on a “test run” and return un- 
touched. ‘ 

These “combined operations” in- 
duced. Eisenhower’s prediction— 
but events proved him too conser- 
vative.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS 
IN NORTH AFRICA, June 11 
(AP).— Aerial bombardment 
of the greatest fury the world 
had ever known compelled the 
little island fortress of Pantel- 
leria to ‘surrender uncondition- 
ally today, but British troops 
landing under the cover of 
naval guns had to fight 22 
minutes against scattered ene- 
my defenders, 

The strategic stepping stone, 
some 60 miles from Sicily and 45 
miles from Africa, was occupied 
at 12:22 p. m. (5:22 a. m. St. Louis 
war time) after a noon landing by 
assault forces 20 minutes after the 
display of white flags on Pantel- 


leria’s hills and a white cross on 
its air field, 

The Axis garrison commander, it 
is believed, was unable to inform 
all his troops of the decision to 
capitulate before the actual inva- 
sion began and isolated gun posts 
fought on briefly. 


The capture of Pantelleria was 
notable for two things: _ 

1. It was the first soil of 
metropolitan Italy to fall into Al 
lied hands, being politically a 
part of Trapani Province, Sicily, 

2. It was the firs® time in his- 
tory that an enemy island fort- 
ress, beaten down almost entire 
ly by alr power, had given in to 
an air force ultimatum for sur 
render, 

American Lightning fighters 
broke up an attempt by 50 or 60 
German dive bombers to smash the 
landing forces. 

One hour after the Italians ran 
up the white flag, the Nazi squad- 
rons struck at British naval craft 
taking thousands of soldiers and 
numbers of tanks to the island in 
a rainstorm. 

The Lightnings simultaneously 
swarmed in and forced the enemy

Secretary Hull Describes 
Step as Routine, Says 
All Other American 
Nations Probably. Will 
Follow Suit. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP). 
_=The United States and Great 
Britain today recognized Argen- 
tina’s new provisional govern- 
ment, set up under the presidency 
of Gen: Pedro Ramirez after a 
revolt a week ago today. 
Secretary of State Hull said at 
@ press conference that Ambassa- 


dor Norman Armour delivered 
the proper notice to the Argen- 
tine Government at 11 a m. 
(EWT). 

The actions of the United States 
and Britain followed by a day rec- 
ognitions extended by Germany 
and Italy, with which Argentina 
still maintains diplomatic. rela- 
tions, the only Western. Hemi- 
sphere nation doing so. 

In reply to questions, Secretary 
Hull said al] the American repub- 
lics which did not extend recogni- 
tion to the new Government yes 
terday probably would do so today. 

He said it was understood the 
United States had collaborated 
with the other American Gpvern- 
ments over the question of recog- 
nition but that each Government 
is acting on its own initiative. 

Asked whether he expected any 
change in Argentina’s neutrality 
position in the war, the Secretary 
said that nothing of that nature 
had been taken up between the 
United States and Argentina either 
directly’ or indirectly. 

He added that of course the 
United States has had the advan- 
tage of the Argentine Govern- 
ment’s declarations of future pol- 
icy. 

He described the decision to 
recognize the new Argentine Gov- 
ernment as one of the usual steps 
taken in such cases and somewhat 
of a routine nature. 

Asked whether the United States 
had acted in collaboration with 
the United Kingdom, Hull replied 
that the United States had acted 
on its own initiative. 


ARGENTINA’S BAR ON 
CODE BLOW TO AXIS

BUENOS , June 11.—Ar- 
gentina’s new provisional govern- 
ment bk 3 offered tk- first tangible 
evidence of its intention to 
strengthen inter-American bonds 
by the “deeds not words” principle 
set down by President Pedro Ra- 
mirez in his June 7 stat ent. 

It has decreed a bar on the 
use of secret code hénceforth in 
international radio telephone and 
radio telegraph communications, 
thus cutting off the Axis countries 
from their last legal means of ob- 
taining secret information fro. : the 
Americas. 

The decree, issued last night, is 
founded on adherence to resolution 
No. 40 of the Rio de Janeiro con- 
ference of January, 1942. Radio has 
been the only channel left for Axis 
communications, as all cable com- 
panies in Argentina are controlled 
by the United Nations. 

The new regulations replace the 
system in.operation since Decem- 
ber, 1942, permitting the Axis em- 
bassies to send up to 100 words a 
day in secret code. Counting the 
three Axis embassies and numer- 
ous legations of satellite govern- 
ments, this permitteq many hun- 
dreds of words to be sent daily. 


CHINESE TAKE WANGCHIACHANG 
NORTHEAST OF IGHANG;KILL 300 


CHUNGKING, June 11 (AP).— 
New Chinese successes were re- 
ported today in fighting northeast 
of Ichang and northwest of Han- 
kow as authorities officially 
thanked American Army flyers for 
helping turn back the Japanese 
drive on the upper Yangtze last 
week... 

Field dispatches said the Chi- 
mese occupied Wangchiachang, 
northeast of the Japanese base at 
Ichang, after an all-night clash in 
which 300 enemy troops were 
killed. The Chinese also were re- 
ported to have entered Yingshah, 
90 miles northwest of Hankow.

The ring of forti- 
fied islands guarding southern 
Europe from invasion is ruptured. 
The Germans opened this field 
of warfare by the capture of 
Crete with air-borne troops two 
years ago, but this is now over- 
shadowed by the Allied feat in 
forcing an enemy island strong- 
hold to surrender through the 
shock of aerial] bombardment. 


19 Days of Air Raids. 
Pantelleria’s formal white- 
flagged surrender, effective once 
the Allied infantry landed, was 
made primarily to the Allied: air 
force and before a single Allied 
soldier set foot on the rocky soil. 
British troops, held in readiness 
for either the island's surrender 
or continued resistance, were 
quickly transported by Allied war- 
ships to the newest prize wrenched 
from the Axis, 

The capitulation came after 19 
days of air raids, 18 days of which 
were officially termed an all-out 
offensive, supported by a. series of 
naval bombardments, Besides set- 
ting a new pattern for air warfare 
in these 13 days, Allied airmen 
destroyed 78 Axis planes in the 
period while losing 12. 

Valued by the Axis as a base for 
submarines and small naval craft 
and with an airport which once 
supplied fighters and bombers for 
raids on Allied shipping, Pantel- 
leria paid dearly for its strategic 
position as a stepping-stone be- 
tween Africa and Europe. 


Knockout Blow. 

The knockout aerial blow was 
delivered Thursday. Allied air 
fleets, flying so thickly as to create 
a traffic problem over the island, 
dropped more bombs than were 
unloaded in the entire month of 
April on all Axis targets in Tu- 
nisia, Sicity, Sardinia and Italy, 

From May 29 to June 10 a great- 
er tonnage of bombs was dropped 
on Pantelleria than on all targets 
in the Mediterranean theater dur- 
ing the month of May. Many hun- 
dreds of sorties were flown against 


45 miles east of Cape Bon, Tu- 
nisia, and 220 miles from the toe 
of the Italian boot. 
As the first white flag was seen 
floating atop Semaphore Hill, the 
island’s trial by bomb and shell 
was ended, The commander of Al- 
lied forces on the mainland was 
notified and steps toward the oc- 
cupation were begun immediately. 
The fall of Pantelleria—three 
years and one day after Italy en- 
tered the war and little more than 
seven months after the American 
and British landing in North 
Africa--was announced in a spe- 
cial communique. 

Text of Communique. 
The communique said: : 
“The Island of Pantelleria today 
surrendered and is being occupied 
by Allied forces, . 
“This surrender is the result of a 
series of continuous and intense 


naval bombardments. Two previous 
offers (summons) to surrender 
made to the commander were ig- 
nored.” 
The climactic raids on Pantelleria 
yesterday and last night were de- 
scribed here as the greatest Allied 
air attack of the war, considering 
the tonnage of bombs dropped in 
relation to the size of the. target. 
Flying Fortresses, roaring into 
combat in greater numbers than 
ever before, spearheaded the con- 
tinuous attack against the island. 
So heavy were the waves of the 
Allied aerial traffic—almost “nose 
to tail”’—that some formations had 
to circle offshore for several min- 
utes before soaring in to smother 
such gun emplacements, air-field 
targets and other militarry objec- 
tives as had escaped the explosives 
and gunfire of their predecessors. 
American-made planes’ predomi-' 
nated in this final blow of ‘an 
aerial offensive unique in concen- 
tration and continuity. 
Thirty-seven enemy fighters 
were shot down in combat during 
the attack and two others were de- 
stroyed over the Tyrrhenian Sea, 
north of Sicily. From all opera- 
tions, six Allied aircraft failed to 
return. | 
Attack Began After Dawn. 
After dawn yesterday Bostons, 
Baltimores and Mitchells of the 
United Statea, British and South 
African air forces commenced the 
day’s bombing schedule, finding 
antiaircraft fire negligible and 
sighting no enemy fighters. 
Between these raids fighter- 
bombers flew over the island at 
15-minute intervals, repeatedly de 
livering sharp punishing blows. In 
mid-morning the Fortresses droned 
forward at altitudes unusually low 
for these substratosphere bombers |

When Axis fighterg dived on two 
formations of Marauders over the 
target, escorting Warhawks yester- 
day shot down five interceptors 
and a sixth was destroyed by 
Marauder gunners in a running 
fight that continued back some 40 
miles, almost to Cape Bon. 
“Besides countless hits on mill- 
tary installations there were also 
numerous bomb bursts on the air 
field,” a communique said, “Sev- 
eral large explosions, probably the 
result of bombs hitting ammuni- 
tion stores, are reported.” 


Yank Flyers’ Toll. 
American-manned Spitfires took 
a heavy toll among enemy fight- 
ers, which became more numer- 
ous as the day wore on. 

One Spitfire squadron downed 
five enemy planes in the morn- 
ing. Another squadron of the 
same American group destroyed 
seven more in late afternoon. 
Commanded by Lieut, Col. Fred 
M. Dean of St. Petersburg, Fia., 
this group scored a total of 17 
victories Wednesday and Thurs- 
day and lost only one Spitfire. 
Lampedusa Reported Raided. 
(The surrender came in the 
midst of unconfirmed reports of 
another Allied raid on the tiny 
Italian prison isle of Lampedusa, 
80 miles south ‘of Pantelleria, 
against which a British force car- 
rfed out a scouting mission earlier 
in the week. The Morocco radio 
told of “a new commando” attack 
against Lampedusa. 

(In London, British military ob- 
servers said they expected the sur- 
render of Lampedusa to follow the 
fall of Pantelleria.) 

Eight hours after the fall of Pan- 
telleria today Axis authorities had 
not openly admitted the. loss, but 
pe Berlin radio broadcast a Rome 

spatch which spoke of _ the 
island’s stand in the past tense.

200 RAIDS IN MAY 
BY BRERETON FORCE 


CAIRO, June 11 (AP).—The 
United States Ninth Air Force 
dropped 3,500,000 pounds of ex- 
plosives on Axis installations in 
some 200 missions in May, Maj, 
Gen. Lewis H. Brereton, its com- 
mander, announced today. 

The fighters and medium and 
heavy bombers of the command 
increased their offensive 256 per 
cent over April and flew more 
than 9000 hours to achieve this 
record, Brereton said, 

The May figures brought the 
total weight of bombs dropped by

SICILY, SARDINIA 
WON’T BE SO EASY 


LONDON, June 11 (AP).—While 
the fall of Pantelleria was hailed 
in. London as the first crack in the 
fortress of Europe, best-informed 
quarters were quick to caution 
against interpreting such a rela- 
tively cheap victory as a pattern 
for future Mediterranean advances. 

Giving full credit to the air and 
naval forces for compelling Pan- 
telleria’s surrender without the 
necessity of a strongly opposed 
landing operation, American and 
British observers pointed out that 
the tiny island is not to be com- 
pared with Sicily and Sardinia 
from the standpoint of defense. 

The tight blockade which the 
Allies maintained around the is- 
land, its small area and limited 
supplies, made it exceptionally vul- 
nerable to air and naval bombard- 
ment, they asserted. 

American observers said it was 
obvious that sea and air power 
could be used to the fullest extent 
to netralize and soften island and 
mainland defenses and save sol- 
diers’ lives, but it was too much 
to expect that larger islands 
would fall as did Pantelleria. 

It seemed to be generally felt 
in London that the effect of Pan- 
telleria’s fall was important psy- 
chologically as well as strategic- 
ally, The surrender was seen as 
a major blow to shaken Italian 
morale and this seemed to be of 
more value to the Allies than the 
mere possession of a little island 
with its single good airfield. 

Although cautioning against 
over-optimism, military men point- 
ed out that the cumulative effect 
of such displays of Allied strength 
is overwhelming the Italian will 
to resist,

RUSSIANS CLAIM 
AIR SUPREMACY 
ON KUBAN FRONT 


Reds Bomb Germ ap 
Troops Without Loss— 
Nazi Attack Repulsed 
West of Rostov.

MOSCOW, June 11 (AP). — The 
Russian Air Force has established 
supremacy in the Kuban Valley 
after two months of violent mass 
aerial combat over the Germans’ 
bridgehead in 
the Kuban, dispatches’ from the 
front said today, and this was re- 
ported to account fo~ the compara- 
tive lul’ in fighting in that area. 

The Government newspaper Iz- 


|vesia said that since the end of 


May “our Stormovik bombers have 
been able to punish German troops 
on the battlefield at will, without 
loss to themselves.” Military ob- 
servers here said that while the 


Nazis had suffered considerable 
plane losses in the Kuban, the let- 
down in their air activity there 
might be the result of a shifting 
of aircraft to other areas for bomb- 
ing Russian war factories or for 
meeting expected Red Army offen- 
sive thrusts, 
Fighting West of Rostov. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet midnight 
communique reported the liveliest 
land action in days, a German 
lunge yesterday with hundreds of 
tanks and plane-supported infantry 
against Russian lines between Ros- 
tov and Taganrog, 35 miles west- 
ward. The Nazis, using about 3000 
troops, scored a temporary gain, 
but finally were thrown back by a 
Red Army counterattack that cost 
the Germans 300 men, five tanks 
and two planes, it was announced. 
This is in the area along the north- 
ern shore of the Sea of Azov. 

Both the midnight and today’s 
noon communique told of heavy 
losses inflicted again on Nazi 
troops dug in before Smolensk and 
in the Sevsk region northeast of 
Kursk, The Russians announced 
that Soviet bombers blew up a Ger- 
man troop train and supply depots 
in the Lisichansk region after in- 
fantry and artillery smashed back 
another Nazi thrust probing Donets 
River defenses in that sector. 

The Moscow radio acknowledged 
the Nazi raid Wednesday night on 
Yaroslav], 150 miles northeast of 
Moscow, in which it said houses 
were destroyed and casualties suf- 
fered. It reported new .assaults 
by Russian bombers on five Ger- 
man airdromes Wednesday night. 


Nazis Hint at Offensive. 

The German communique had 
little to say of land fighting, re- 
porting merely “reconnaissance and 
shock troop activities.” It asserted 
that the Russians suffered heavy 
losses in aerial fighting when 
strong Soviet formations attacked 
several air fields on the central 
front, 

The Berlin radio hinted last night 
at the imminence of a new German 
summer offensive. “The front in the 
east has put on fat again,” it said, 
asserting that the German troop 
dispositions in Russia now offered 
a “platform for operations of of- 
fensive tendency.” 

The German radio also said “sev- 
eral hundred bombers and fighter 
planes” dropped more than 500 tons 
of explosives and more than 100,000 
fire bombs on 4 synthetic. rubber 
plant in the raid on Yaroslavl, The 
Nazis also reported they sent 
strong bomber formations back 
again last night in an assault on 
the Molotov armaments works in 
Gorki.

Deal on Elk Hills Field a Good One, Spokes- 
man Says in Reply to Criticism by 
Lawyer. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP). 
—A Republican Senator’s charge 
that the Administration signed a 


“give-away” lease of oil lands with 
the Standard Oil Co. of California 
brought from the Navy Depart- 
ment last night a reply that the 
deal was a “good? one for the’ 
Government and, from its con- 
servation angles, for the public. 

Senator Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, told the Senate yesterday 
that Secretary of the Navy Knox 
executed a “hush-hush” contract 
which was rushed to the White 
House and signed by President 
Roosevelt without the knowledge 
of the Interior or Justice Depart- 
ments, which he said were “horri-| 
fied” when they learned of it. 

“Instead of the VU. S. Govern- 
ment’s acquiring lands, actually | 
the Navy had given away for a 
period of five years all of its 
carefully preserved oil lands in 
Elk Hills (naval oil reserve),” said | 
Langer, 

He contended also that former 
officers of the California company 
now hold important positions in 
the Government here. ~ 

He said Ralph K. Davies, Deputy 
Petroleum Administrator, is a for- 
mer vice-president of the company 
who drew $$6,000 a year from the 
company and $8000 from the Gov- 
ernment. He said Howard Mar- 
shall, former attorney for the com- 
pany, is an aid to Davies, and Max 
Thornburg, another former officer, 
is oil advisor in the State De. 
partment. 

Langer also criticised Knox for 
what he described as employment 


of bankers in key positions in the 
Navy Department. He said Under 
Secretary James Forrestal! is a for- 
mer New York banker, Assistant 
Secretary Artemus L, Gates was 
formerly connected with the New 
York Trust Co., and Assistant Sec- 
retary Ralph Bard is a former 
president of the Chicago Investors 
Corporation. 

He said Knox had chosen Joseph 
W. Powell, as his “right hand” 
man. Powell was connected with 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Co. in 
the first World War, Langer said, 
and had been a “lobbyist in Wash- 
ington.” 

A Navy spokesman disagreed 
sharply with Langer’s description 
of the contract, He said Standard 
Oil was paid $1,750,000 for its 
equipment in the Elk Hills field, 
and also received the right to 
withdraw a maximum of _ 15,000 
barrels of oil per day for the next 
five years. Effect of the contract, 
he said, was to give the Navy con- 
trol of the entire oil producing 
area of 43,000 acres, including the 
8300 acres owned by Standard Oil. 
The Navy also will have the right 
to shut down production in the 
fields at any time for conservation 
purposes, 

One-third of the total output of 
the field is to go to the company, 
two-thirds to the Navy, the spokes- 
man added. Langer insisted that 
at the end of. the five-year con- 
tract, this situation would be re- 
versed. 

The Navy spokesman said the 
agreement avoided condemnation 
proceedings which might have 
taken years,

BRITISH FURNISHED U.S, FLYERS 
675 PLANES UNDER LEND-LEASE 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
Six hundred and seventy-five air- 
craft are among war materials pro- 
vided American armed forces 
abroad by the British under recip- 
rocal lend-lease, Administrator Ed- 
ward R, Stettinius Jr. reported yes- 
terday. 

The planes, some of them used in 
French North Africa and West Af- 
rica, came to the Americans com- 
plete with engine and propeller 
tools, maintenance equipment and 
concealment nets, Stettinius said in © 
a report bringing reverse lend- 
lease figures up to March 31. 

Radio-telegraph equipment given

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
A further tightening of d¢ivilian 
food supplies was presaged today 
by an Agriculture Department re- 
port indicating smaller crop yields 
this year. 

Adverse weather conditions in 
May were said by the department 
to have reduced crop prospects to 
the point where there no longer is 
any hope of surpassing last year’s 
record output. With greater needs 
in sight, the Government had 
asked for an increase of at least 
7 per cent over 1942. 

War Food Administrator Chester 
C. Davis called the May flood and 
drouth-inflicted damage “serious” 
and called on consumers to “con- 
serve every scrap of food and to 
waste nothing.” 

May Equal 1942. 

In a statement discussing the re- 
port, Davis said this year’s pro- 
duction of all foodstuffs, including 
livestock products, will probaby 
reach that of 1942, provided farm- 
ers get average weather from here 
on and an adequate supply of la- 
bor and materials. 

The department’s crop report 
said drouth in the Great Plains 
and excessive rainfall and floods 
in the central part of the country 
had lowered prospects during May 
to the lowest level in the three 
years. Serious delays were caused, 
it said, in planting corn, soybean, 
and vegetable crops. 

In Oklahoma, for example, the 
season was said to be so late and 
crop damage so heavy that some 
farmers will abandon their fields 
and seek other employment, 

Estimate Lower. 

The department made no fore- 
casts as to probable production 
of individual crops except in the 
case of wheat, rye, oats, barley, 


peaches and pears. Estimates of 
‘all were below last year’s output. 


Indicating that future supplies 
of canned vegetables may be be-

statement in the crop report that 
growers of processing crops in 
New York westward to Illinois 
had encountered “particularly seri- 
ous delay” in planting operations, 
due to excessive rains and floods.

FIREMEN TO GET 
ALARMS IN FUTURE 
BY LOUDSPEAKER 


A ticker-tape system for register- 
ing fire alarms in fire stations, 
which for years has been the meth- 
od used to direct firemen to fires 
throughout St. Louis, is to be aug- 
mented with a more efficient and 
faster system of broadcasting fire 
alarms by loudspeaker, Fire Chief 
Frank Egenriether announced to- 
day. 

The new system, which was 
planned by the late Fire Chief Jo- 
seph W. Morgan, will be installed 
in the city’s 41 fire stations and 
other strategic places in about two 
weeks. The present system, how- 
ever, will be operated in conjunc- 
tion with the new system, and all 
fire stations that have gongs that 
tap out the location of fires will 
continue to use them, Egenriethe? 
said. 

The broadcasting system of send- 
ing fire alarms from the fire alarm 
operators’ headquarters will reduce 
the time firemen take to get under 
way to a fire by about 25 per cent, 
the chief said. The exact location 
of the fire will be relayed by an 
announcer. The loudspeakers re- 
semble those of inter-office com- 
munication systems. 

‘Under the ticker tape system, 
the location of the fire is punched 
out on a strip of paper. The holes 
are counted and checked in a code 
book before firemen can get away 
to the fire.

Testifies That When Detectives Raided Her 
Los Angeles Apartment, She Was in 
Bed Ill From Eating Spaghetti. 


ITE PLAINS, N. Y., June 
11 (AP).—Mrs. Jack Dempsey to- 
day denied misconduct with Benny 
Woodall and former lightweight 
boxing champion Lew Jenkins as 
charged by her husband, the for- 
mer heavyweight boxing titlehold- 
er, in his suit for divorce, 
The denial came during ques- 
tioning in State Supreme Court by 
Mrs. Dempsey’s attorney, Gerald 
Donovan. 
Q. “Did you commit adultery 
with Benny Woodall?” 
A. No, sir.” 
Q. “With Lew Jenkins?” 
A. “Of course not.” 
Adultery is the only ground for 
divorce in New York State. 
Mrs. Dempsey, the former Han- 
nah Williams of musical comedy, 
related her version of the raid on 
her Los Angeles- apartment on 
Nov. 22, 1942, by Dempsey and 
three private detectives. The de- 
tectives and others had given tes- 
timony on the raid, asserting 
Woodall, named a co-respondent, 
was there partly dressed and ran 
out of Mrs. Dempsey’s bedroom 
when they entered. 

Mrs. Dempsey’s Version. 
Mrs. Dempsey said that on that 
evening she, Mrs. Dorothy Gomez, 
her sister, Woodall and his. sister, 
Mrs. Jackie Griffin, were in the, 
apartment. Mrs. Gomez, she add- 
ed, cooked a spaghetti dinner and 
afterward they sat around. She 
became ill from the spaghetti, Mrs. 
Dempsey said. 
Mrs. Gomez left early, Mrs. 
Dempsey related, and added that 
she, Mrs. Griffin and Woodall 
were just “sitting visiting.” 
“I had gone into my bedroom 
and heard Jackie say to Benny 
that Barbara Driscoll (another sis- 
ter of Woodall) had called and 
asked Jackie or Benny to come 
home as one of the children was 
ill,” she _ testified, 
“IT called out,” she continued, 
“‘Good night, Jackie,’ and ‘Good 
night, Ben.’” 
Q. “What did you do then?” 
A. “I went to bed and next thing 
I knew I was being shaken by 
Mr. Dempsey—the lights were on 
and Mr. Dempsey was ‘shaking me 
and saying ‘Get up, you —— bum,’” 

Mrs. Dempsey said she noticed 
there were strangers in the apart- 
ment and identified them as the 
three private detectives. 

“T said, ‘What's the matter here,’ 
and Mr. Dempsey said, ‘You'll find 


“Get up, get up,’ so I got up and 


stood in the corner by a chair.” 
Q. “Did you have your entire 
suit of pajamas on?” 

Woodall “Bleeding Terribly.” 
A. “Yes, sir. The next thing I 
saw was the heavy man Peterson 
(Ben Peterson, one of the detec- 
tives) and Benny. He pushed Mr. 
Woodall into the room and sat 
him on the edge of the other twin 
bed. Benny was certainly bleed- 
ing terribly.” 

Q. “How was Benny Woodall 
dressed?” 

A. “Shirt and trousers—a sport 
shirt. Then the detective said ‘So 
you sent your sister out early so 
you could be together,’ and I said, 
‘How dare you?’ The detective 
called to Jack, who had gone into 
the other room and said, ‘Jack, 
she objects to what we are saying 
about her.’ A detective brought 
some shoes in from the living 
room. One man said, ‘Is that a 
nice thing to do?—steal a man’s 
wife while he is defending his 
country?’ Mr. Dempsey pounded 
his chest and said, ‘If I didn’t 
have this uniform on ‘I'd kill you,’” 
She told the Court that as the 
result of quarrels with Dempsey 
she was “terribly nervous and 
upset.” 

Says He Gave Her Black Eye. 

On one occasion, Mrs. Dempsey 
testified, when she returned to her 
Scarsdale (N. Y.) home after being 
out with her sister and two girl 
friends, Dempsey accused her of 
having been out with men, and 
continued: 

“He pushed me down on the bed 
and held his fist up, and started 
to bring it down.” 

She said she pleaded with him 
not to strike her but “Mr, Demp- 
sey hit me, causing a black eye. 
He said he was going to kick me 
downstairs and out of the house.” 

She said that on several occa- 
sions her husband had told her 
“some day I’m going to kill you.” 

Yesterday she said that Demp- 
sey once threatened her life with 
a pistol, on another occasion took 
her by the throat and threw her 
against a clothes closet wall and 
threw her friends about when they 
dropped in to their apartment. 

Mrs. Dempsey broke into tears 
and caused an early adjournment 
yesterday after an hour and a half 
on the stand. Today she appeared 
fully composed and leaned forward 
to answer questions of her counsel

LOS ANGELES, June 11 (AP).— 
Although still denying charges of 
23-year-old film aspirant Joan 
Berry that he is the father of her 


_}expected child, Charles Chaplin has 


agreed to pay her $15,800 for vari- 
ous expenses pending the birth. 
In return for the financial pro- 
vision, Miss Berry, his former pro- 
tegee, promises in a_ stipulation, 
signed by both sides, to submit her 
infant to blood tests. The 54-year- 
old producer and director thus 
hopes to establish definitely that 
he is not the father. 
The blood tests are to be made 
not later than four months after 
the birth. Scientifically, blood tests 


are inconclusive. While they may 
show the impossibility of particu- 
lar parentage they cannot prove 
parentage. The child is expected in 
three months. 

Under the stipulation agreed. to 
yesterday the trial of the paternity 
suit is suspended indefinitely, and 
in the event the blood tests show 
Chaplin is not the father; the suit 
is to be withdrawn and he “shall 
not thereafter be obligated to 
make any other or further pay- 
ments for any purpose whatso- 
ever.” 

Chaplin paid $2500 to Miss 
Berry yesterday and agreed to send 
her $100 weekly until birth of the 
child or further action of the 
court. The money is to be used 
for medical, hospital, legal and 
other expenses. Chaplin also pays 
$5000 to the young woman’s law- 
yers and $5000 at conclusion of the 
trial, plus $500 court costs. A sum 
of $1000 is to be turned over at 
the time the child is submitted to 
the blood tests. 

Miss Berry and Chaplin each 
will select a physician, and the two 
medical men will choose another to 
make the tests. The decision on 
the child’s paternity shall _ rest 
with any two of the doctors. The 
agreement also specifies that in 
event of the child’s death Chap- 
lin’s payments terminate.

Chief Loss to Be in Feed 
Crops, County Agent

The rain-swollen Missouri River, 
which has risen 11 feet in the last 


six days at St. Charles and is ex- 
pected to rise another two feet be- 
fore it reaches its crest there, was 
reinundating farmlands all along 
its course through St. Charles 
County today, but County Farm 
Agent Robert Langenbacher pre- 
dicted that the current flood, in 
contrast to the disastrous inunda- 
tion of last month, would not do 
much damage. ; 
The Missouri may keep the Mis- 
sissippi River high, the St. Louis 
Weather Bureau declared, but un- 
less the Illinois River and other 
tributaries aggravate the situation, 
which is not indicated at present, 
no serious flood conditions along 
the. Mississippi are anticipated. 
River New 29.6 Feet. 
At St. Charnes, where flood stage 
is 25 feet, the Missouri measured 
29.6 feet at 7 a. m. today, a rise of 
11 feet in 24 hours. A crest of 
31.6 feet is predicted for Wednes- 
day night, compared with the high 
reading of 35.6 in last month’s 
flood. 
The greatest loss to St. Charles 
County farmers as a result of the 
current flood will be in feed, Lan- 
genbacher said, explaining that 
flood waters not only prevent 
planting on low ground but also 
cultivation on high ground, access 
to which has been cut off. The 
feed situation may become critical, 
forcing farmers to resort to feed 
loans from the Government, he 
added, 
The river, pouring through 
levees near St. Charles breached 
by last month’s flood, yesterday 
sent water across Highway 94 near 
West Alton and the River Bottom 
road in St. Louls County north of 
St. Charles. 
The new rise of the Missouri 
threatened repairs under way on 
tracks of the Burlington and M.- 
K.-T. railroads in St. Charles 
County, service on which was ex- 
pected to be restored next week. 
At St. Louis, the Mississippi this 
morning measured 31.7 feet, a rise 
of 1.4 feet in 24 hours. The Weath- 
er Bureau predicted that the river 
here will rise at the rate of half 
a foot a day during the next two

Why Dry Cleaners Cut Service; 
War and Seasonal Rush Blamed 


Help Stays Two Weeks on Average and 
Skilled Workers Are Hard to Get, 
Some of Them Say. 


Delays and curtailments of dry 
cleaning services are becoming an 
unavoidable wartime annoyance to 
thousands of customers as the an- 
nual peak in cleaning and storage 
of winter garments coincides with 
the regular increase of business 
normally connected with the wear- 
ing of sports clothes in hot 
weather. 

One large establishment an- 
nounced it was discontinuing serv- 
ice on men’s seersucker or wash 
suits, its facilities being so taxed 
by other work that it would not 
be able to return such suits to 
customers in less than four weeks. 
Other firms said they were han- 
dling summer suits on d two-week 
basis, but might have to restrict 
the volume of this service or dis- 
continue it altogether. 

Some collection depots which 
turn their pressing and cleaning 
over to big concerns on a commis- 
sion basis have been notified that 
their cleaning will be accepted, 
but they will have to handle the 
pressing themselves, if they can 
get the equipment, 

“Ties and gloves are out for 
the present, maybe for the dura- 
tion, storage facilities are limited 
severely, we can’t accept lace cur- 
tains, sports coats or chenille bed- 
spreads any more and all work 
takes us longer now,” a spokesman 
for one of the larger cleaning 
firms told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. 

War prosperity has caused more 
people than formerly to store their 


winter clothing—overcoats, ladies’ 
coats and children’s snowsuits, and 
facilities were already taxed by 
the storage needs of men ir the 
armed services, cleaners said, 
‘Give Us Time,’ One Says. 

“If the public will give us time, 
this difficulty will iron itself out 
in a few weeks,” one said hope- 
fully. “Right now, however, our 
most popular department is the 
claim department, It’s doing all 
the business. 

“Before the war we could get 
plenty of skilled employes who 
would stay with us while we 
needed them. Now all we get are 
high school girls for split shifts— 
they’re helping quite a lot—older 
women who try the split shifts 
and don’t stay long, and a kind of 
transient help, made independent 
by prospects of higher wages in 
war work. Persons we hire these 
days average two weeks with us 
before quitting or being fired, 
whereas a year ago our average 
tenure was seven years.” 

Delivery Service Cut. 

Other cleaners told of cuts in 
delivery service, the hiring of 
women to do men’s work on 
presses and elimination of one-day 
service in an effort to take care 
of essential work. 

A few establishments which 
have always catered to persons de- 
manding quick service and special 
work are continuing to do so, 
pointing out that if they did not 


they would have to go out of busi- 
ness entirely.

40 Tons of Explosives 
Dropped, Munitions 

_ Dumps Hit, Many Planes 
Believed Burned. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, June 11 (AP). — 
Forty tons of bombs of all sizes 
from fragmentation to 1000-pound- 
ers, were dropped on three air- 
dromes at Rabaul, New Britain, 
yesterday by Allied bombers, the 
high command announced today. 

The raid on Rabaul, a big Jap- 
anese air and shipping base on 
the northern tip of New Britain, 
500 miles northeast of the Allied 
base of Port Moresby, New Guinea, 
lasted three hours. 

Many of the resultant fires were 
believed to be burning planes. Hits 
also were scored. on ammunition 
dumps in the raid, made just be- 
fore dawn. 

It was the heaviest raid on 


Rabaul since March 23 when 54) 


tons of bombs were dropped. All 
of the attacking planes returned. 

Today’s communique also report- 
ed that a Liberator flying over 
the McCluer Gulf of Dutch New 
Guinea bombed a 4000-ton Japanese 
cargo ship, damaging it and leav- 
ing it motionless. 

Also over Dutch New Guinea 
bombs were dropped on the town 
of Sorong and shipping in the har- 
bor. Large explosions and fires 
near the jetty resulted. 

Both Flying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators made the flight across New 
Britain to Rabaul, on the tip of 
wolcano-studded Gazelle peninsula. 

Lakunai, Vunakanau and Rapopo 

airdromes were the targets. La- 
kunai is on the eastern side of 
Simpson harbor at Rabaul. Vuna- 
kanau is southwest of the harbor 
and Rapopo still farther south. 
- & small flight of Liberators 
made up the first wave over Ra- 
baul and their 1000-pound bombs 
get off big explosions, 

They were followed over La- 
kunai by a larger formation of 
Fortresses which, despite intense 
anti-aircraft fire, started four fires, 
one of them large, in the town area, 
The glare of searchlights prevent- 
ed complete observation of the 
results, 

Lakunai was hit twice more by 
Fortresses. Each formation en- 
countered a single Japanese night 
fighter plane but the attempts at 
interception were feeble. 

The final wave of Fortresses ob- 
served two raging, high-explosive 
fires as well as a number of build- 
ings burning between the airdrome

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ITALIANS IN PRISON CAMP 
LEARN SELF-GOVERNMENT 


Prisoners at Weingarten, Mo., Have Own 
Disciplinary Council and Police 
Their Barracks.

WEINGARTEN, Mo., June 11.— 
The first sentence of English 
picked up by the Italian sergeant 
in charge of sick call at the war 
prisoners’ internment camp near 
here was: “You are a goldbrick.” 

He now uses that time-honored 
term of the American Army to 
scold his fellow prisoners, who 
he believes are pretending illness 
to skip a day’s work. His methods 
seem to work well. Not more than 
a half-dozen of the severai hun- 
dred men interned here turn up 
at the infirmary with complaints 
about their health at morning sick 
call. 

The infirmary is only one ex- 

ample of how the prisoners are 
allowed to practice self-govern- 
ment, so far as their relationships 
with one another are concerned. 
They have their own disciplinary 
council. They clean and police 
their barracks, supervise and pre- 
pare their own meals, beautify 
their grounds, 1nd conduct their 
own religious worship. 
The Italian chiéf of the enlisted 
men’s compound is a Sergeant 
Major, whose office is the first 
building to the right of the en- 
trance, with “Commando del 
Campo” written over the door.

He ig a little man of great good 
humor and spontaneous courtesy. 
He wears a uniform coat with long 
pointed collars and sweeping skirts. 
Although it is made exactly like 
a regular Italian army coat for a 
man of his rank, this garment ac- 
tually was made by a prisoner 
tailor out of an old army mattress 
cover. The coat he had when cap- 
tured has worn out. 

He still wears proudly his regu- 
lar officer’s cap, although it is 
somewhat battered now. He sal- 
vaged the epaulettes from his old 
coat, and wears them on his new 
one with a home-made insignia of 
the Italian air force. 

The Sergeant Major holds his job 
as camp commander because of 
seniority. There is a Sergeant 
Major in charge of gach of the 
three companies in the enlisted 
men’s compound. They, with the 
camp commander, form the camp 
council, which acts on matters of 
discipline. 

When one of their fellows is to 
be punished, they make recommen- 
dations for punishment to the 
United States Army authorities in 
charge of the camp. So far, Col. 
H. H. Glidden, commander of the 
camp, has carried out all of their 
recommendations. 

The prisoners continue to carry 
out, as far as possible, their own 
military traditions. Last Sunday 
was the annual Italian Military 
Feast Day (Festa dello Statuto) at 
which it is customary in Italy to 
pardon all soldiers who have com- 
mitted a minor infraction of rules. 


The council recommended that 
Col. Glidden have pardoned a sol- 
dier who had served 16 days of a 
30-day sentence for insubordina- 
tion. He was released shortly from 
confinement to live again in the 
compound. 

The “Italians are an unusually 
healthy looking outfit, burned 
black from the African sun, Many 
of them wear khaki shorts, issued 
to them by the British Army, 
which had charge of them during 
their stay as prisoners in Africa. 

Formal Gardens Laid Out. 

They arrived at Weingarten two 
days after they landed in America, 
and already their camp begins to 
respond to their efforts at deco- 
ration. ‘The prisoners have laid 
out formal gardens between most. 
of their barracks, and have begun 
building them with shrubs, sod 
and crushed rock. One such gar- 
den has been planned with a map 
of Italy in stone as its central 
ornament. Other gardens have the 
big star of the Italian Army laid 
out in sod. 

The prisoners show evidence 
that discipline in their army was 
quite strict. They give the Fascist 
salute to American officers, even 
when the latter are long distances 
away, and click the heels of their 
heavy shoes. 

The camp commander escorted a 
party of American officers and 
newspaper men through his camp 
Sunday evening, when all of the 
men were either promenading up 
and down the compound street, ly- 
ing in their bunks, lounging in 
the canteen or attending church. 

“Attente,” the commander shout- 
ed each time the party entered a 
building. The Italians would snap 
to attention, and click their heels 
with such fervor that the build- 
ings shook. 

Fancy Designs in Baking Bread. 

Each company has, in addition 
to its barracks, a kitchen and meas 
hali. In one of the kitchens the 
prisoner attendants were cleaning 
up the supper dishes, while the 
cooks baked the next day’s bread. 

From inside the chapel an organ 
could be heard, and many voices 
singing “Mira Il Tuo Popolo” 
(Look On Thy People). It was the 
end of evening service, and soon 
one or two hundred men trooped 
out, 

A few remained Inside, however, 
and grouped around an old-fash- 
joned organ to practice harmony. 
They were the choir of the com- 
pound. Each Sunday, Father Ger- 
ald Kaiser of the staff of Arch- 
bishop John J. Glennon, comes 
from St. Louis to conduct the 
morning mass, 

Mixes Beer and Soda Pop. 

Sunday evening the men trooped 
into the canteen, and bought beer, 
soda and cigarettes. Each prisoner 
is allowed to buy only one bottle 
of beer a day. One enterprising 
individual was seen making his 
beer go further by padding it out 
with another beverage. He bought 
one bottle of beer and one of 
strawberry soda. He would take a 
drink of beer, then fill up the beer 
in the bottle by pouring in pop, 
and so on until both bottles had 
been emptied. He appeared to en- 
joy the mixture. 

Besides his job of administering 
discipling, the camp commander 
land his staff have the duty of as- 
signing men to their daily work. 
The American Army personnel 
makes out a list of the jobs to be 
done each day, and the number of 
men desired on each job. The Ital- 
jan compound commander, his as- 
sistants and the company com- 
manders then select the men best 
suited for each type of work, and 
have them lined up each morning 
at 7:30 o’clock, ready to leave the 
stockade under guard of American 
soldiers. 

On a typical day this week there 
were 27 details of men sent out 
for work. Some of their assign- 
ments were: Shoe shop, 26 men; 
lumber pile, 57 men; soil conserva- 
tion, 105 men; agricultural work, 
30 men; cutting weeds, 14 men; 
ditch digging, 10 men, etc. 

One of the most interesting of 
prisoner work projects is the shoe 
shop, where cobblers are supplied 
with modern machinery to mend 
shoes. When repaired, they are 
used by prisoners here, and will 
be sent to other internment 


| 


camps throughout the country. 
The Army has sent about 160,000 
pairs of shoes for repair at this 
shop. 

On the lumber pile, the men are 
sorting and grading the lumber 
left from the building of the 
camp, getting enough usable lum- 
ber and nails to build walkways 
for the entire camp area. The 
first of the camp’s more than 800 
buildings was completed last Oc- 
tober. 

As in other camps, the men re- 
ceive 80 cents a day when work- 
ing, except on camp maintenance 
and upkeep work. Besides their 
work wages, the men get $3 each 
month in canteen checks. 

Vegetable Rows Crooked. 


They are raising some of their 
own vegetables and already have 
set out about 17 acres of cabbage 
and tomatoes. Their rows of vege- 
tables are not very straight, but 
it was explained that the Italians 
have not yet become familiar with 
American-type plows. 

The prisoners who are ill are 
cared for in the post hospital, 
which is excellently equipped, even 
to a physician who speaks Ital- 
ian. He is Lieut. Nicholas A. Cor- 
renti of St. Louis. The other prin- 
cipal interpreter is Lieut. Law- 
rence Pontelli, of Brooklyn, who 
serves as assistant stockade oOffi- 
cer. 


The Weingarten camp covers in 
all about 960 acres. It is staffed 
by some 500 officers and men.

SOLDIER TESTIFIES | 


Edward Buckshot’s Depo- 
sition Says Two Detec- 
tives Helped Prisoner 


Back.

LOS ANGELES, June 11.—Tes- 
timony that Edward Melendes, who 
died in a St. Louis police cell July 
27, last, from the effects of a beat- 
ing, was in a substantially normal 


physical condition when arrested 
but was subjected to a beating in 
an hour's interval between the 
time he was taken from a cell by 
two detectives and returned to it 
was given yesterday by Pvt. Ed- 
ward Buckshot in a deposition. 

Buckshot, arrested with Melendes 
and Andrew Brinkley in a robbery 
investigation but later released, 
gave his deposition to A. L. Wirin, 
an attorney for the American Civil 
Liberties Union, which is sponsor- 
ing the defense of Brinkley. 
Brinkley’s trial on a charge of 
second-degree murder in the death 
of Melendes, a Mexican waiter, is 
set for Monday in St. Louis. 

Three St. Louis detectives, Wal- 
ter Bauer, Rino Mittino and Ed- 
ward Rung, were indicted orig- 
inally in the case but their attor- 
mney obtained a dismissal of the 
indictments by alleging prejudicial 
conduct by Circuit Judge Harry F.

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Although the legislation  be- 
comes effective July 1, its with- 
holding provisions will not be felt 
by the majority of taxpayers until 
July 8 or later—July 10 for most 
people on a weekly wage basis. 
This is because of a provision ap- 
plying the 20 per cent withholding 
levy to payroll periods which be- 
gin on or after July 1, Thus the 
first weekly payroll period in July 
from, which deductions could be 
made would end on July 8. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The pay-as-you-go law grants a 
75 to 100 per cent abatement on 
either 1942 or 1943 taxes, which- 
ever are lower, but does not grant 
relief from the quarterly tax in- 
stalment due next Tuesday on 
1942 tax liabilities. 

The 100 per cent abatement ap- 
plies only to those whose tax lia- 
bility is $50 or less. For those 
whose abatement year tax bill is 
between $50 and $66.67, a flat $50 
abatement is.granted, and for those 
whose abatement year bill is more 
than $66.67, an abatement of 75 
per cent is granted. 

The remaining 25 per cent must 
be paid 12% per cent next March 
15 and 12% per cent March 15, 
1945. 

Instructions to Employers. 

Among the instructions issued by 
the Treasury is one requiring all 
employers who withhold a total 
of more than $100 from their em- 
ployes’ wages in any one month to 
turn the withholdings over to a 
Treasury depositary by the tenth 
of the following month. 

In addition, employers must file 
quarterly returns with the inter- 
nal revenue collector of their dis- 
trict reporting the aggregate 
amount of taxes withheld for the 
quarter. 

At the end of the year they 
must provide each employe with a' 
statement showing the amount of 
taxes withheld from the employe’s 
pay. 

Every employe must provide his 
employer with an “employe’s with- 
holding exemption certificate,” a 
form in which he states his ex- 
emption status (whether married, 
etc.), so the employer can make 
the proper deduction from his pay.

Before final passage the House, 
by 155 to 81, on a standing vote, 
rejected a motion by Representa- 
tive Celler (Dem.), New York, to 
send the bill back to conference 
with instructions to strike out the 
sections calling for 30 days’ strike 
notice and a secret ballot before a 
strike can be called in a privately 
operated war plant. 

These sections had been opposed 
by the representatives of several 
Government agencies on the 
ground that they would “legalize” 
strikes in war plants under certain 
conditions. The House, standing 
by its Military Affairs Committee, 
took the view that the provisions 
would tend to cut down strikes. 

“War Labor Disputes Act.” 

The bill was given the new title 
of the War Labor Disputes Act, It 
has to do with two classes of plants 
—those seized by the Government 
and the privately operated plants 
of war contractors, 

With respect to seized plants, the 
bill defines the powers of the 
President and lays down penalties 
against the instigators or directors 
of strikes. There is also a section 
—another of those opposed by the 
Government agencies—which would 
give a majority of employes in a 
seized plant the right to appeal to 
the War Labor Board for higher 
wages. The objectors to this pro- 
vision asserted it might lead to 
strikes with a view of compelling 
the Government to take over. 

The bill empowers the President 
to take over any war plant or 
mine when production is interrupt- 
ed by a labor disturbance and pro- 
vides for its return to private oper- 
ation within 60 days after the “res- 
\toration of productive efficiency.” 
|When a plant is seized, the labor 
status quo must be preserved, ex- 
cept as it may be changed, as to 
wages or working conditions, by 
the War Labor Board on petition 
of a majority of the employes. 


TREASURY ASKS EMPLOYERS 


TO TRY TO DISCOURAGE CUTS 
IN WAR BOND PURCHASES 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP). 


NTICIPATING that. the

He suggested a leaflet ex- 
plaining the pay-as-you-go plan 
be inclosed in pay envelopes for 
the benefit of employes who 
may not understand why their 
pay is “short” when the with- 
holding system begins.

Report From Eisenhower. 

The President said the surrender 
of Pantelleria was a very good 
piece of news. He did not know at 
the time of the press conference 
whether the island had already 
been occupied and did,not think 
the announcement, which he had 
received from Gen. Eisenhower, 
had been delayed from yesterday, 
the third anniversary of Musso- 
lini’s declaration of war against 
France. 

He revealed that he had received 
Eisenhower’s dispatch, which was 
sent “in clear,” that is, not in code, 
at about 8:30 a. m. He said he 
didn’t get it earlier because he was 
not awake earlier. 

(Secretary of the Navy Knox 
said that the surrender of Pantel- 
leria removed a fortress “in an 
area where we want to clean 
things up,” and was about the 
same “as if the Italians had cap- 
tured Malta,” the British island 
nearby. Questioned at a press 
conference as to whether it would 
be necessary to take other Axis- 
held islands in the Mediterranean, 
he said that “several will have to 
be taken before the sea is com- 
pletely cleared.”) 


Remarks on Taxes:

WIRE FIRM PLANT 
MANAGER'S FRAUD 
CASE PLEA HEARD 


Acquittal Sought on 
Ground He Restored Ef- 
ficiency After Charges 


Were Brought. 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., June 11 
4AP).—Counsel for Frank E. Hart, 
manager of the Anaconda Wire & 
Cable Co.’s Marion (Ind.) plant 
and one of five defendants in an 
alleged five million dollar war 
fraud case, pleaded for his acquit- 
tal today on ground that he had 
restored efficiency in the plant’s 
©perations. 

“The work of Mr. Hart in bring- 
ing this plant back to its present 
status after the unfortunate epi- 
sodes of last summer and fall is 
unquestionably the outstanding 
achievement of his life,” Attorney 
Timothy P. Galvin of Hammond, 
Ind., told United States District 
Judge Thomas W. Slick. “The 
plant is now on full time produc- 
tion of war materials concerning 
the inspection and quality of which 
there is no longer any question.” 

The company and the five indi- 
vidual defendants have pleaded 
nolo contendere to indictments 
charging a conspiracy to defraud 
the Government through manu- 
facture of defective products, and 
Judge Slick is hearing the case in 
the absence of a jury. 

The Government completed its 
arguments yesterday. 

Defense Contention. 

Phil R. McNagney of Fort 
Wayne, counsel for the company, 
told Judge Slick that the company 
was technically guilty but morally 
innocent of defrauding the Gov- 
ernment. 

Both McNagney and counse] for 
one of the defendants, Thor S. 
Johnson of Hastings-on- Hudson, 
N. Y., general manager of all Ana- 
©conda Mills, were heard in full, 

“Technically the company is 
guilty,” McNagney said, “but moral 
guilt can not exist where circum- 
stances exist which you don’t 
know about.” 

“If Johnson and the company are 
not guilty, at least morally,” Judge 
Slick asked as McNagney elabo- 
rated his thesis, “where do we 
start—down at the little fellow who 
is working for so much a week?” 

Company's counsel went on to 
explain that after the Army Signal 
Corps made the original complaint 
last August, all plant executives 
were instructed that all _ tests 
should be made. But wire subse- 
quently was turned out without 
proper testing, McNagney said. 
‘Then Frank Kunkle, assistant 
chief inspector of the Marion 
plant, another defendant, and Don 
R. Carpenter, plant superintendent, 
and also a defendant, were dis- 
charged. 

Photos Show Scope of Plant. 

Attorney Hubert Hickam of In- 
Gianapolis in behalf of Johnson 
asserted that Johnson could not 
know details of operation of the 
eight ‘plants under his supervision. 
“Not only did he neither direct 
mor acquiesce in any test avoid- 
ances involved in this case,” 
Hickam said, “but he knew noth- 
ing of them until the discoveries 
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were made at Marion.” 

The direction of Hart’s defense 
was similar to Johnson’s as at- 
torney Galvin introduced 57 photo- 
graphs showing the scope of the 
operations of the Marion plant, 
Galvin said he intended the photo- 
graphs to show that Hart could 
not have known of details of the 
faulty construction of wire. 

In pursuing what he called “the 
most obnoxious fraud ever pre- 
sented to a court of the United 
States,” Pat Coon, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General, 
brought into court “button-boxes,” 
which he said reduced the test 
current passing through a wire. 
Coon charged plant - executives 
with approving the installation of 
the boxes.

The patrol has been engaging in 
police and crime detection work to 
an increasing degree since its es- 
tablishment in 1941, but the legal- 
ity of these activities was attacked 
in an opinion by McKittrick, pre- 
pared at the request of Gov. Don- 
nell in 1941. 

The Attorney General held that 
the patrol’s work should be con- 
fined to enforcement of highway 
and traffic laws because its ex- 
penses were paid out of State 
highway funds, the use of which is 
limited by the Constitution to gen- 
eral highway purposes. The bill 
meets this point by providing that 
the police work shall be financed 
out of State general revenue funds, 
in an amount not exceeding 10 per 
cent of the patrol’s operating costs. 

The patrol was created under 
sponsorship of former Gov. Henry 
S. Caulfield of St. Louis, who in- 
tended it to be a State constabu- 
lary. The original law, however, 
limited its duties largely to en- 
forcement of traffic laws and pro- 
tection of highway property, partly 
because of the opposition of organ- 
ized labor, which feared the patrol 
might be used in strike disorders, 
and partly because State highway 
funds provided the only means 
available at the time for financing 
its operations. 

The bill also creates the rank of 
lieutenant, authorizing the super- 
intendent to appoint 10 men to 
that position at a salary of not 
more than $2160 a year. The pres- 
ent law authorizes 10 patrol cap- 
tains and fixes the maximum 
strength of the force at 165 men. 
These provisions are not changed, 

Under another provisiqn, patrol- 
men will receive uniform  allow- 
ances not to exceed $10 a month.

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP). 
VAST American plan to set up a central United Nations agency 
to feed, clothe, shelter and generally rehabilitate the people of 
liberated territories is under consideration today by 42 other 


Before them was a draft agreement submitted by the State De- 
partment for a United Nations relief and rehabilitation administration, 
with a council, a central committee and an executive staff headed by 


a director general. 


In its general outline, some observers saw a possible pattern for 
@ postwar political organization of the nations to solve international 
problems and preserve peace through collaboration, 


Approved by the British, Soviet 
Russian and Chinese governments, 
who were consulted in the draft- 
ing, its acceptance by the other 
United and associated nations in 
the war against the Axis powers 
Was expected here. 

As soon as definitive action ap- 
pears possible, the Washington 
Government intends to invite the 
ethers to a conference in the Unit- 
ed States to discuss practical steps. 

The Washington authorities hold 
the view that if the problems of 
civilian populations in wartorn 
areas are to be met in the most ef- 
fective way, all available resources 
must be drawn upon and efficient- 


hy organized. 

Article V of the draft agreement 
calls on each member government 
in the central administration to 
pledge its full support “within the 
limits of its available resources and 
subject to the requirements of its 
constitutional procedure, through 
contributions of funds, materials, 
equipment, supplies and services 
for use in its own, adjacent or 
other areas in need.” 


Lehman Possible Director. 

Since the plan was formulated 
here, with the presumed assistance 
of Director Herbert H. Lehman’s 
Office of Relief and Rehabilitation 
operations, there was a belief that 
the former New York Governor 
might eventually become the direc- 
tor general, The staff: would be 
chosen from among the most able 
relief experts in the various Unit- 
ed Nations. 

Nothing was said in the draft 
agreement about the recipients of 
relief making any payment for the 
supplies sent to them. 

Congressional appropriation of 
funds to be contributed by the 
United States, essential under con- 
stitutional procedure, was envis- 
aged in the plan. 

The council, on which every 
member government would have a 
representative, would be the legis- 
lative or policy-making body of 
the administration. It would meet 
at least twice a year. It would re- 
ceive the reports and recommenda- 
tions of the various standing com- 
mittees—one on supplies, one for 
Europe, another for the Far East, 
and possibly others on nutrition, 
health, agriculture, transport, re- 
patriation and finance. Between 
sessions, its function would be car- 
ried out by a central committee, 
composed of the representatives of 
the four big powers—the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and 
China. 


May Admit Others. 

While the council members At 
the outset would be limited to the 
32 united nations and the 11 other 
countries associated with them in 
the war, it would be possible for 
other governments or authorities 
not recognized as governments to 
be admitted later. One such au- 
thority, the French Committee of 
National Liberation at Algiers, al- 
ready has been informed of the 
pian. 

Activities of the administration 
would be subject to the consent 
and control of the military author- 
ities wherever hostilities or mili- 
tary necessities continued, as well 
as the consent of a member gov- 
ernment in territory where it exer- 
cised administrative authority, 

The agency would plan, co-ordi- 
nate and arrange for the provision 
of food, fuel, clothing and other 
basic necessities, housing facilities, 
medical and other essential serv- 
ices. It also would facilitate the 
production, transportation and dis- 
tribution of these services. 

Travel and other expenses of 
eouncil and committee members 
would be borne by the govern- 
ments they represent. The annual 
budget of the director general 
would be allocated among the 
member governments in propor- 
tions to be determined by the 
eouncil. 

Foreign voluntary relief agencies 
would be forbidden to engage in 
activity in any area receiving re- 
lief from the administration with- 
out the consent and régulation of 
the director general. 
Co-ordination of Activities. 

The administration would rec- 
ommend measures for “individual 
or joint action by any or all of 
the member governments for the 
co-ordination of purchasing, the 
use of ships and other procurement 
activities in the period following 
the cessation of hostilities, with a 
view to integrating the plans and 
activities of the administration 
with the total movement of sup- 


plies and for the purpose of achiev- 
ing an equitable distribution of 
gs supplies,” the agreement 


It foresaw that “immediately 
upon the liberation of any area by 
the armed forces of the United 
Nations, the population thereof 
shall receive aid and relief from 
their sufferings, food, clothing and 
shelter, aid in the prevention of 
pestilence and in the recovery of 
the health of the people, and 
that preparation and arrangements 
shall be made for the return of 
prisoners and exiles to their 
homes, for the resumption of agri- 
cultural and industrial production 
and the restoration of essential 
services, to the end that peoples 
once freed may be preserved and 
restored to health and strength for 
the tasks and opportunities ‘ of 
building anew.” 


Text of Announcement. 


The text of the State Depart- 
ment’s announcement follows: 


“A draft agreement for a United 
Nations relief and rehabilitation 
administration was placed today 
by the Department of State be- 
fore the Governments of all the 
United Nations and the other na- 
tions associtaed with them in this 
war. These nations were informed 
that the draft agreement had been 
drawn up in consultation with the 
British Government, the Soviet 
Government and the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, and that the draft pro- 
posal meets with the approval of 
the four Governments. The other 
Governments were assured, how- 
ever, that the plan is still tenta- 
tive and that no action will be pro- 
posed until they all have had an. 
opportunity for full consideration 
and discu8sion of the s ted 
line of approach to this all-impor- 
tant problem, , 


“The draft agreement would 
provide for the immediate estab- 
lishment of a central United Na- 
tions agency to assume responsi- 
bility for the relief and rehabili- 
tation of the victims of war. It is 
hoped that preliminary discussions, 
among all the United Nations and 
the nations associated with them 
will speedily clear the way for a 
meeting of all these nations at 
which a definite agreement will be 
reached providing for joint action 
on relief and rehabilitation. No 
definite arrangements, however, 
have been made as yet for a meet- 
ing of the United Nations and the 
other nations involved on the sub- 
ject of this draft proposal, and no 
arrangements will be made until 
all the powers have had an op- 
portunity to censider and discuss 
the draft agreement fully. | 
“The following nations, in ad- 
dition to the United States, have 
signed the United Nations declara- 
tion of Jan, 1, 1942: Great Britain, 
the Soviet Union, China, Austra- 
lia, Belgium, Bolivia, Brazil, Can- 
ada, Costa Rica, Cuba, Czecho- 
Slovakia, the Dominican Republic, 
El Salvador, Ethiopia, Greece, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, In- 
dia, Iraq, Luxembourg, Mexico, The 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Nicara- 
gua, Norway, Panama, the Philip- 
pines, Poland, South Africa and 
Yugoslavia. 

“The nations associated with the 
United Nations in this war are:

HOUSE PASSES BILL TO AID ALL 
DISABLED IN WORLD WAR II 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
A vast rehabilitation program for. 
this war’s veterans with non-serv- 
ice disabilities and for disabled ci- 
vilians, including persons injured 
in war industries, was approved 
yesterday by the House and sent 
to the Senate. 

The measure, by Representative 
Borden (Dem.),, North Carolina, 
continues and expands a Federal- 
state vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gram in effect since 1920, through 
which the Federal Government 
matches each dollar put up by a 
state for such rehabilitation. 

The new measure provides phys- 
ical restoration for persons who by 
such treatment could become self- 
sustaining. In this connection, the 
program would provide artificial 
limbs for persons needing but un- 
able to purchase them. 

‘Congress already has written 
separate legislation to care for re- 
habilitation of veterans with serv- 
ice-connected disabilities. 

Borden estimated that the joint 
Federal-state expenditures toward 
the program would run from 12 to 


22 million dollars annually. 


Ludwig Predicts 
Own Men Will 
Kill Hitler Soon 


Biographer Warns 
U. S. Not to Make 


Peace Then With 
German Generals. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP), 

N the opinion of Emil Ludwig, 

»German biographer, Hitler will 

be assassinated soon, by his own 
men. 

Appearing before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, testi- 
mony of which was made public 
today, Ludwig said “I feel sure” 
Hitler will be done away with, 
“probably by the Junkers, because 
the Junkers have always been 
traitors to their kings.” 

“Then,” he continued, “the Junk- 
ers, the generals, will kowtow to 
you and gay, ‘We love the Ameri- 
cans. We do not hate the Jews. 
We don’t ask for colonies, Come, 
let us be friends again.’” . 

Ludwig expressed also the belief 
air bombing “is the deciding factor 
that will break the Germans.” He 
said German nerves would col- 
lapse under the continued raids 
and it would not be necessary to 
invade Germany. 

Ludwig, a German Jew and a 
naturalized Swiss, said he ap- 
peared before the committee “to 
tell you and to prove to you why 
the defeat of Germany is nearer 
than you think, and what to do 
with the Germans after their de- 
feat.” 

Ludwig said “what we fear is 
what witl happen on the day after 
the death of Hitler. 
“After this bad man is not there, 
and the Junkers make you any 
kind of a friendly offer,” he con- 
tinued, “I fear that certain ele- 
ments in this country, and even in 
this House, would say, ‘Now “on 
us make peace and let us finish 
this business. They are good peo- 
ple, those generals.’ 

“Gentlemen, they are not! They 
are not one whit better than the 
Hitlers. . . . The generals, the 
symbols of German war-will, must 
be destroyed. As long as they are 
there, every German boy will 
dream of revenge.” 

Complete disarmament of Ger- 
‘many must follow the war, Lud- 
wig said, adding: 

“Leave to the Germans all that 
other nations have. But take away 
their weapons, supervise their edu- 
cation, and give them political 
guardianship, because they have 
shown the world they are not able 
to govern themselves. If you do 
not do that, if you continue to 
speak, in the Puritan sense, of the 
‘poor misled German people,’ if you 
persist in trying to distinguish be- 
tween Germans and Nazis, and 
write every dav about battles 
against Nazis instead of Germans, 
then, within 20 years, your sons 
~will sit around this. oval table and 
write another declaration of war 
against Germany.” :

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Reds Hail U.S. Pact Anniversary, 
Hope Ties Continue in Peace 


Kalinin and Molotov Send Messages to 
Roosevelt—Press Plays Up ‘Development 
of Mutual Understanding.’ 


MOSCOW, June 11 (AP). 
HE first anniversary of the 
T asreement between Soviet Rus- 
sia and the United States was 
hailed by the Soviet press today as 
a milestone on the road to success 
both in war and in peace. 

The Government newspaper 
Izvestia said in its leading editorial 
that a “development of mutual wn- 
derstanding” had taken place in 
the last year not only in the war 
sphere “but also in other branches 
of Government.-activity.” 

Just two weeks ago the Rus- 
sian press similarly was filled with 
praise of the British and Russian 
pact, 

The Moscow radio early today 
broadcast President Michael Kal- 
inin’s anniversary message to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt which expressed a 
belief that the wartime ties be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States would insure “close co-oper- 
ation in post-war times together 
with the peoples of freedom-loving 
countries.” 

Sending his “sincere greetings,” 
Kalinin said he: was “deeply con- 
vinced” that the “fighting compan- 
ionship” between the two nations 
“will continue to gain strength, 
insuring the further successes of 
our joint striggle and the final 
victory of the U. S. S. R., the 
United States and Great Britain 
over our common enemy.” : 

The U. 8.-Russian agreement, 
signed by Vyacheslav Molotov, 
commissar of foreign affairs, dur- 
ing his visit to the United States 
a year ago, was announced in 
Washington at the time with this 
statement: 

“Full understanding was reached 
with regard to the urgent tasks of 
creating a second front in Europe 
in 1942. In addition, the measures 
for increasing and speeding up the 
supplies of planes, tanks and other 
kinds of war materials from the 
United States to the Soviet Union 
were discussed. Further were dis- 
cussed the fundamental problems 
of co-operation of the Soviet Union 
and the United States in safeguard- 
ing peace and security to the 
freedom-loving peoples after the 
war,” 

Kalinin’s message, and one from 
Molotov to Roosevelt and to Secre- 
tary of State Hull, received prom- 
inent press display. 

The recent visit of Joseph E. 
Davies also was cited as another 
proof of “strengthening contact” 
between the two countries. 

The Communist party newspaper 
Pravda said “the Soviet people are 
well aware of supplies, arms, food 
and other materials received by 
the U. 8. 8S. R. from the great 
republic across the sea,” and con- 
tinued: “The Soviet people not only 
know about but alsq know how to 
appreciate the aid received from 
the American people as one ex- 
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pression of co-operation in mortal 
struggle against the common 
enemy.”

SOMEWHERE IN AFRICA, 
URING a lull in the Tunisian 
fighting I let the old wander- 
lust get the better of me as 
usual, and took myself .a trip. 

It was just a little trip — only 
13,000 miles. If I’d thought to go 
in a different direction, I could 
have traveled from Tunisia to Calli- 
fornia and back to Tunisia again 
in the same direction. Yet all I did 
was fly around Africa. 

The reason for the trip was two- 
fold—to get a breathing spell from 
the front, and to try to get warm. 
I hadn’t been warm in nearly nine 
months, and one way to get warm 
is to go south. 

So I went down to the tropics. I 
slept under mosquito netting, 
swam in the Gold Coast surf, 
bought ivory carvings in the Con- 
go, watched native jungle dances, 
took after-lunch siestas, had my 
own houseboy, and really lived the 
life of Reilly on my small world 
tour. 

It wasn't entirely a vacation trip, 
for I wrote columns as I went 
along. So now I'll be telling you 
about the trip, and also how some 
of our American soldiers live in 
the other half of this vast and 
strange continent.

OW to increase the wages of the coal miners without increasing 
the wages of the coal miners, who have already had, since Jan. 1, 
1941, the 15 per cent boost allowed by the Little Steel formula—

Lewis and Charles O'Neill, presi- 
dent of the Central Pennsylvanig 
Coal Producers’ Association, had 
sat down together and worked out 
their own tentative settlement, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Gov- 
ernment agencies concerned, 
O'Neill, to do this, had broken 
away from the operators’ negotiat- 
ing group.

In Behalf of Goodwin Watson. 
To the Editor o1 the Post-Dispatch: 

N the past you have many times ex- 

pressed an interest in civil lberties 
in general and in the case of Goodwin 
Watson in particular. It may, therefore, 
"be of interest to you and your readers 
to know some of the facts that are re 
sponsible for Congressman Martin Dies 
categorizing him as “subversive.” It is 
this classification that is responsible for 
the recent action of a subcommittee of 
the Committee on Appropriations, under 
the chairmanship of Congressman Kerr 
of North Carolina. 

The subcommittee, without attempt- 
ing to provide legal support for its find- 
ings, accused Dr. Watson along with Dr. 
William E. Dodd Jr. and Dr. Robert 
Morss Lovett as being “unfit for the 
present to continue in Government 
service.” 

The subcommittee’s only evidence for 
Watson's “subversiveness” is his “admit- 
ted association or affiliation with 12 or 
more organizations.” “Association” and 
“affiliation” are nowhere defined. Ex- 
amples of such “admissions” by Watson: 
He contributed an article entitled “Anti- 
Semitism in American Psychology” at 
the request of the League of American 
Writers, to which he has never belonged; 
he served, with many others of varying 
political stripe, as sponsor of a meeting 
to oppose the reduction of appropriations 
for New York public schools, the meet- 
ing being arranged by the American 
Committee for Democracy and Intel- 
lectual Freedom,* with which this incl- 
dent was Watson's only connection, 
¢ The Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, on the other hand, in a formal re- 
port, concludes as follows: “The rec- 
ords (of Watson and Dodd) were care- 
fully examined before they were em- 
ployed; they have been more carefully 
investigated since their employment. The 
report of the subcommittee containg no 
information or charges which the com- 
mission has not previously considered, 
and there is nothing in the report which 
would warrant the commission in chang- 
ing the conclusion it has reached that 
these men are qualified for the work 
assigned them. ... They have been on 
the job and under our observation for 
a substantial time (since before Pearl 
Harbor, in Watson's case). 

“No question has at any time been 
raised concerning the competence, ac- 
curacy or objectivity of their work, 
Their reports come under the daily 
scrutiny of their supervisors and of re- 
sponsible officials of Military Intelll- 
gence, Naval Intelligence, Office of Stra- 
tegic Services, State Department, Office 
of War Information, Board of _Economic 
' Warfare, etc. It is inconcefvable that 
any bias, distortion or subversion could 
escape the attention of: these agencies. 
They have frequently commended the 
quality of the work performed.” 

In the light of the foregoing facts, it 
might be of interest for you to know 
that members of the Eastern Psychologi- 
cal Association and psychologists and 
social scientists from other areas of 
America are asking al) fair-minded 
Americans to “deplore any political per- 
secution of civil servants, and call upon 
our Representatives and Senators to see 
that the American tradition of fair play 
is upheld, and that Dr. Watson be given 
a truly adequate hearing, or that the 
charges against him be dismissed.”

POWER AND RESPONSIBILITY. 

Instead of a pleasant spring holiday, as coal mine 
strikes have been in peacetime years of the past, 
the wartime walkout of June 1-5 is beginning to 
have some very unpleasant consequences for the 
coal miners. Other trade unionists, as well, even 
though millions of them have respected their no- 
strike pledges and have loyally done their part in 
the war effort, are being affected hy the mad course 
Johp L. Lewis has pursued. - 

Mr. Ickes has punished the strikers by fining 
them $1 for each day of the work stoppage, or 
$6 a man. This is in accord with the terms of 
the contracts between operators and miners, which 
he declared to be in effect until new agreements are 
reached. This declaration was made May 1, when 
Ickes took over the mines in the name of the Gov- 
ernment, 

Lewis denounces the fine as an unwarranted, ille- 
gal act and as “another step to political tyranny in 
America.” However, Lewis’ views on iegal ques- 
tions are subject to some question since his recent 
opinion that the course of the War Labor Board 
in this controversy is in contravention of the Wag- 
ner Act. The author of the law, Senator Wagner, 
dissented rather sharply from that view. 

In Congress, the conference committee has com- 
pleted its work onthe anti-strike bill and it now 
goes to the House for a vote. The Dill, directly 
inspired by the first mine strike and designed to 
prevent a third stoppage, is broader than the original 
Connally bill which passed the Senate last month. 
It contains, of course, the muscular provision which 
imposes a $5000 fine and a year’s ‘imprisonment on 
any person who instigates or conspires with others 
to bring about strikes in Government-operated war 
industries. 

That Congress has felt it necessary to brand a 
strike leader in a seized plant as a felon is not a 
very happy situation for people to reflect upon. In 
our democracy, it would be far better if the urgency 
of a desperate war were quite sufficient to com- 
mand the loyalty and co-operation of both labor and 
industrial leaders. For the most part, the nation 


has had that loyalty, but John L. Lewis broke the | 


pattern, just as certain industrialists have cheated 
and are being prosecuted by the Department of 
Justice. 

As to other provisions, there can be no question 
of the desirability of clothing the War Labor Board 
with statutory authority and investing it with the 
power of subpena. In fact, a good many citizens 
would feel easier in their minds if this were done 
in the case of other agencies set up by presidential 
decree. The need of decrees in war, for purposes 
of speed, is unquestioned; however, in a represen- 


tative form of government, congressional approval 


of war agencies thus set up is obviously desirable. 
It adds to the prestige of the agencies but, more 
important, it brings the people, through their rep- 
resentatives, in closer participation with the man- 
agement of the war. : 

Other provisions of the anti-strike bill are more 
debatable and, indeed, have been questioned by mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and high officials like Donald 
Nelson and Admiral Land. Whereas the objective 
of the nation should be no strikes at all for the 
duration, the provisions concerning a 30-day cooling- 
off period and a secret strike vote seem to place 
validity on strikes which take place after that pro- 
cedure has been followed. : 

The bar against unjon contributions to politica 
campaigns is an ironic reminder that the trouble 
between John L. Lewis and the President began 
with the former’s handsome gifts to the Democratic 
campaign fund in 1936, Lewis thought he ‘was 
buying something, no One knows exactly what. But 
when he found he hadn't bought the United States 
Government, he turned on the President with that 
implacable hatred characteristic of him. Ne doubt 
the President and the Democratic party rue the 
day when they accepted Lewis’ campaign gift. If 
the anti-strike bill passes as now written, the ‘same 
bar on campaign gifts that applies to corporations 
will apply to labor unions, with individuals, of 
course, free to contribute to any party, : 

The lesson of the course of John L. Lewis is that 
he who achieves power also achieves commensurate 
responsibility and, if he does not pay honor to that 
responsibility, he must be compelled to do so. 
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THE WAR AND THE BEDROOM. 

The machinery which was used in happier days 
to manufacture women’s nightgowns, according to 
Lieut.

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THE TASK OF KEEPING ST. LOUIS SMOKELESS. 
‘When the Weather ,Bureau issues a report show- 
ing that, in the last heating season, St. Louis had 


674 hours less-of smoke than in the 1939-40 sea- 


son, or when the Missouri Botanical Garden reports 
that its arboretum, 35 miles away, enjoyed only 22 
hours more sunshine last year than the garden on 
the South Side, although there used to be a dif- 
ference of about 200 hours a year, then we all know 
that the anti-smoke ordinance is a succes, 

In fact, we have come to the point where we take 
such favorable figures for granted, forgetting per- 
haps that they are the result of constant effort, 
that the fight on smoke is one that must be carried 
on day in and day out with never a pause. 

Somebody ought to remind us every now and then 
that Smoke Commissioner Robert M. Boyles and his 
staff have real year-around jobs. Enforcement of 
the ordinance involves thousands and thousands of 
field calls, Last year, for instance, there were 5595 


observations in which violations were found; 6931 


which showed that the law was being observed. 
More than 2000 violators were interviewed in the 
Commissioner’s office. More than 12,000 inspections 
of equipment, etc., were made. More than 7000 coal 


trucks were. checked. Almost 40,000 letters were 


sent out. The inspectors assigned to the railroads 
averaged 77 observations per day per man. And 
so on, 

Under the circumstances, the Smoke Commission- 
er has a right to expect the co-operation of the com- 
munity—co-operation that can best be shown by 
filling up all bins with smokeless fuel now. War- 
time complications, as Mr. Boyles points out, may 
make it very ,ifficult, if not impossible, to obtain

such fuel during the next heating season.

More than one proud Fascist boast fell into ashes 
this morning when the island fortress of Pantelleria 
surrendered to the Allies after a 19-day ordeal of 
concentrated naval and aerial bombardment. 

Mussolini fortified this island, half-way between 
Tunis and Sicily, at the time of the Anglo-Italian 
crisis of 1935 that resulted from the invasion of 
Ethiopia. Commanding the narrow strait, Pantel- 
leria was immediately dubbed “the Italian, Gibral- 
tar” by Il Duce’s propagandists. No longer would 
the British have freedom of action in the Medi- 
terranean, it was said; the new stronghold meant 
severance of their lifeline should they be so rash 
as to make war against Italy. 

It was a powerful fortress, and its surrender 
eliminates a serious obstacle to Mediterranean traf- 
fic and to possible military moves against Italy. 
Pantelleria had strong coast defenses, an airfield, 
hangars carved out of the rocks, a submarine base, 
a sizable garrison and strong natural defenses. To 
take it by storm would have meant considerable Al- 
lied losses. Many lives have been saved in taking 
the island by aerial and naval attack alone, 


This victory will doubtless encourage the’air-power | 


zealots, who maintain that Europe can be taken by 
similar means, without the necessity for landing 
men. There is a great difference between Pan- 
telleria and Europe, however. The island is only 
eight miles long and four miles wide. Its defenses 
are necessarily so concentrated as to make an all- 
out. saturation attack possible. On so small a tar- 
get, it was possible to center “bombing, bombard- 
ment and blockade” until the garrison saw the 
futility of resistance and ran up the white flag. 
Europe is a continent 2,000,000 square miles 
in area. Its fortresses and war plants are widely 
stattered, many of them so far from Allied bases 
that successful assault is difficult. Europe is being 
subjected to furious air attack, but there is no 
comparison with the continuous and concentrated 
bombing that Pantelleria suffered before it gave up. 
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THUMBS DOWN. 

The question of an object to use for babies to 
teethe on, what with the scarcity of rubber, has 
been ponderously pondered by the medicos—the 
self-same medicos, presumably, who have been tell- 
ing parents these many years that the baby is not 
on any account to be permitted to put its thumb 
into its mouth.

A 
cloth book of nursery rhymes, a beer bottle, an old 
shoe, or the leg of a chair are all, in the considered 
judgment of the teething hopeful, simply marvelous. 
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STRANGE RESULTS OF JOB DEFERMENTS. 

The statistical studies of Col. Leonard P. Ayres in 
the Cleveland Trust Co, Bulletin are invariably in- 
teresting. That which he hag just issued on draft 
deferments by states is no exception. , 

This comparison of rates of deferments shows, 
first, that to Jan. 1, 1943, two-thirds of all selective 
service registrants had been deferred, but that only 
4 per cent of these had been deferred for occupa- 
tional causes. As would be expected, the highest 
rates of deferment are those among war industry 
workers as an occupational group, But, strangely, 
the states with the highest deferment rates are 
not industrial states but agricultural states. 

Thus, the state with the highest percentage of de- 
ferments for occupational reasons, 11.23 per cent, is 
North Dakota, which is one of the least industrial- 
ized states in the Union. Minnesota and South 
Dakota rank next under North Dakota. Others in 
the first 12 in descending order of deferment rates 
are Washington, Idaho, Wisconsin, Montana, Iowa, 
Vermont, Kansas, Nevada and Nebraska. There is 
not an outstanding industrial state in the group. 

On the other hand, the states at the bottom of the 
list, that is, those with the lowest occupational de- 
ferment rates, are also agricultural states. The last 
12 are: Loulsiana, Texas, Oklahoma, North Carolina, 
Alabama, Florida, Tenmessee, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Arkansas and Mississippi. In 
the last-named, Mississippi, draft boards have held 
occupational deferments to less than 1 per cent, 

What this shows is an uneven application of the 
Selective Service Act over the country. Some states 
have been generous in occupational deferments, 
others have been tough about them. There is no good 
reason why a vital farmer worker in agricultural] 
North Dakota should be some 12 times better of! 
if he seeks occupational deferment than his fellow 
producer in agricultural Mississippi. A checkup 
by Maj. Gen. Hershey is in order, 
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THE A. M. A. FALLS INTO STEP. 

It may have taken the war and a Supreme Court 
decision to help it see the light but, be that as it 
may, the American Medical Association yesterday 
created a new council to draw up plans for better 
medical care throughout the country. 

As we indicated the other day, it was inconceifv- 
able that this body, which exercises such a strong 
discipline ove! the doctors of America, should con- 
tinue to stand for progress so far as medicine’s 
science and ethics are concerned while stubbornly 
opposing the effort to solve the economic problem 
involved in modern healing. 

Altogether too many Americans could not—and 
today still cannot—afford adequate medical care. 
What this has meant in terms of human suffering 
and loss in the nation’s efficiency, no man can say. 
But the large percentage of selectees rejected for 
military service gave us a dramatic hint. 

Other countries, notably” Great Britain, worked 
out solutions to this problem. In recent years, many 
Americans sought an answer through group action 
and pre-payment plans. An example -in a closely- 
related field is the highly successful hospitalization 
insurance plan. State and municipal governments 
at the same time broadened the scope of public 
health work. Thousands of doctors, as individuals, 
saw the need for that which they were still opposing 
collectively. 

When the Supreme Court upheld the conviction 
of the District of Columbia Medical Society in an 
anti-trust suit, the handwriting was large upon the 
wall. Yesterday’s action indicates that the A, M. A. 
has decided to guide what it can no longer oppose.

ELSAH, Illy. 
HAVE seen the flood of the century 
| from the Mississippi bluffs here at Elsah. 
When the fogs finally lifted, the rains 
of weeks came to an end and the “Father 
of Waters” boiled to its flood crest on May 
25, water stretched out toward the West 
before me, as far ag I could see. 


Here and there were islands—elevated 
ground where perhaps a house or a barn 
or a church stood—but hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of the richest farm lands 
of the Missouri bottoms were inundated to 
an extent not equaled since 1844. It was 
an appalling sight—and its results have a 
direct bearing upon the war effort. 


For six states of the rich agricultural 
Middle West and South have lost millions 
of acres of valuable crops—1,257,698 acres 
of crop land were inundated in Illinois alone 
-—and the wheat, oats, soy beans, barley, 
potatoes and garden crops planted thereon 
are a total loss. The washed-out corn can 
largely be replaced, for there is still some 
90-day seed corn available. Possibly some 
soy beans can atill be planted when the 
waters recede, 


Problems of Rehabilitation. 


On top of all this, there have been grave 
losses of livestock, farm buildings, farm ma- 
chinery, stored fodde grain, and miles 
of fencing. All the problems of rehabilitat- 
ing these stricken thousands of farmers and 
re-establishing food production were the 
task of the conference of Governors and 
Commissioners of Agriculture of the six 
sticken states—lIllinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Kansas—at St. 
Louis recently. 


The great Ohio River flood of 1987, 
which I also saw at first-hand, was spec- 
tacular because it inundated great cites 
which had never experienced the like be- 
fore, and because the radio dramatized it 
for millions of listeners from coast to coast. 
The 1948 flood of the Middle Mississippi 
basin, however, was a farmers’ flood. 


Not as many individuals were affected 
this time as in 1937, when hundreds of thou- 
sands were made homeless in cities from 
Pittsburgh to Cairo, but the loss is prob- 
ably much more keenly felt because of the 
exigencies of the food situation. 


“I don’t see how the folk on high ground 
can ever raise enough crops to offset what 
has been lost in the bottom lands,” moaned 
one Illinois farmer. He explained to me 


some of the difficulties which were not ap- 
parent even from closest observation. 


Three times within a year, some of the 
Miasouri.and Illinois farmers have been 
flooded. After losing everything in last 
year’s June rise, some of them threw aside 
crop-rotation plans and put their fields into 
immediate production. 


Feeding the Refugees. 


Losses among livestock and poultry were | 


heartbreaking. Coast Guard boats and 
other “pushers” took small barges to many 
an inundated farm, loaded on marooned 
cows, pigs and horses, and took them to 
farms out of reach of the flood. But the 
problem then arose of how to feed these 
four-footed refugees. Many a farmer has 
barely enough food for his own livestock. 
But neighbors pitched in and carted hay, 
grain and fodder for the cattle. 


I was prepared for much of this Missis- 
sippi-Missouri-Illinois rivers flood when my 
train to the West crept along between sand- 
bags and waters which lapped at the road- 
bed in the miles-wide bottoms of the Wa- 
bash, near Terre Haute. 


This is rich land, that along the famed 
Wabash. It is black as coal, and soft and 
workable as good soil can be. Even in 
drouth, these bottoms continue to yield, 
and their richness is unsurpassed in 
America, I have seen no estimate on the 
possible Wabash bottomland losses, where 
corn is the principal crop, but Dean H. P. 
Rusk of the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture estimates that the 181,500 
acres of corn larfd lost in that State would 
have yielded 10,000,000 bushels. 


For Co-ordinated Regulation. 


And why, it may be asked, have not the 
series of locks and dams, at which such 
floods laugh, been able to regulate the high 
waters? Here is one of the major tasks to 
be tackled in the postwar years, it seems to 
me. _Canalization has not been 100 per 
cent completed, and when the job is fin- 


ished, there must be co-ordinated regulation | 


on the Mississippi and all its big tribu- 
taries, engineers tell me. 


Moreover, a better system of reservoirs 
in the headwaters must be established to 
hold flood waters of the future. All this, 
combined with redoubled forestry conserva- 
tion, contour farming and such work as 
was done before the war by the CCC may 
help to avert disasters in years to come,

Revolt in Washington’s Army 
Described in New-Found Data 


“Mutiny in January,” dy Cari Van Deres. (Vikiag 

Preas, New York.) : 

HEN Mr. Doren two years ago pub- 

lished his eye-opening “Secret History 
of the American Revolution,” based on ma- 
terial newly made available from unpub 
ished papers of the British Secret Service, 
ha gave four pages to an account of a 
mutiny among Washington’s troops in Jan- 
uary, 1781. Now this tantalizingly brief 
fragment is expanded to book length, by 
means of data found in the Gen. Clintoa 
papers and other sources, to assemble for 
the first time the story of a major crisis 
in the Revolutionary Army. 

Almost 200 Pennsylvania soldiers joined 
the revolt, and they had real grievances, 
They were ragged, hungry and cold, 
housed, had not been paid for montis, and 
many had been kept in service long after 
their terms of enlistment had expired. Their 
sole objective was to nrarch to Philadelphia 
and demand of Congress the rations and 
clothing they had been promised. They 
were not traitors, as British agents soon 
discovered when they made overtures to 
the mutineers; two of Gen. Clinton’s emis- 
saries were taken prisoner and hanged,

Gen. Wayne, not yet called “Mad An 
thony,” was their commander, and ree 
ognized the justice of the men’s demands, 
He could scarcely use force, in any event, 
for almost half his soldiers had joined the 
revolt. Gen. Washington also understood 
the reasons for the mutiny, saw the danger 
to the colonies’ cause in either capitulating 
to the mutineers or fighting them, and urged 
the various Governors to raise money at 
once for the troops. | 

At length, a settlement was made. Some 
1250 men were discharged, with warrants 
for their back pay, and Congress there 
after gave better treatment to the Army, 

Mutiny is, of course, a grave military of- 
fense, but the needless sufferings of these - 
men, while civilians lived in warmth and 
luxury in Philadelphia, were enough to 
drive even a patriot to desperation. Yet 
these soldiers negotiated respectfully with 
their officers and kept perfect discipline. 
Washington saw the justice of their cause, 
though he could not approve their methods, 
and Van, Doren concludes that the men 
“instinctively took it for granted that they 
should ask and receive redress of their 
wrongs in what has come to be called an 
American Way.” FERD GOTTLIEB.

I remember that years ago, the 
late William Bolitho who was giv- 
ing me, as a very green reporter, 
some instruction on what consti- 
tutes news, said: “Food is always 
news. If you ever have to cover 
a very boring public dinner, and 
the food is exceptionally good, re- 
port that, instead of the speeches, 
and you will make the front page.” 
I believe he did it once, himself, 
eourse for course, but that was in 
France, where in the good old days 
public dinners must have been 
better than they ever are here. I 
mever ate one in years of dogged 
service at the public board, which 
was worth a stick of type. 

But Bolitho was right. Food is 
always news — even the com- 
muniques issued formally, as the 
reports of this conference were— 
are news. On this subject there 
is universal unanimity: Everyone 
wants to eat and most people 
want to eat more and better. 

Theoretically, the press was ex- 
eluded because there might have 
been differences of opinion, inad- 
visable to play up in wartime. As 
a matter of fact, however, the 
overwhelming majority of news- 
paper men have as much sense as 
the bureaucrats ig such matters. 
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Russia, we hear, wanted food 
now, rather than after the war 
and Heaven knows she needs it, 
with her bread-basket in the 
hands of the Nazis. But there 
will be separate provisions for 
that; this conference concerned 
only postwar plans for some sort 
of ever-normal granary to  pre- 
vent the recurrence after the war 
of gluts in one place and scarcities 


in another.

Differences in Diet. 

HE conference did not work 

out the details for seeing that 
in the postwar world food will 
not be burnt or plowed under in 
one place while famine rages in 
another.

Floated Of f Sinking 
Vessel and Was Picked 
Up by Life Boat. 


Efforts to save the destroyer 
Aaron Ward after the ship had 


been struck by Japanese bombs in 
the South Pacific April 7 were de- 
scribed today by Lieut. (j. g.) John 
Graham Drew II, chief engineer 
and damage control officer aboard 
the vessel, who is visiting his par- 
ents, Mr, and Mrs. Charles S. 
Drew, 227 Orchard avenue, Web- 
ster Groves. 

Lieut. Drew told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he was at his post in the 
forward engine room when the 
first of two waves of Japanese 
bombers struck while the ship was 
on convoy duty off Guadalcanal. 

“The first I knew of the raid,” 
he said, “was when I heard the 
machine-guns and then the five- 
inch guns go into action and we 
got a signal for flank speed on 
the engine room telegraph. The 
first bomb, a near miss, blew a 
hole in a forward section. One 
man up there was knocked uncon- 
scious but the water that poured 
in revived him before it was too 
late and he swam to the ladder 
and escaped. 

“We had about a half-minute of 
peace and the second wave came 
over. We got a direct hit in an 
after section and the ship went 
dead in the water and sank to the 
decks. We worked below decks 
stuffing towels, mattresses, and 
anything we could find into the 
holes, shoring’ them up with tim- 
bers. We thought we could save 
her.” 

Destroyer Sinks. 

Two tugs were sent out from 
Tulagi, Lieut. Drew said, and took 
the Ward in tow. But despite ef- 
forts of the crew the ship sank a 
few hours after it had been hit. 
Lieut. Drew said he was on the 
after part of the deck and floated 
off into the sea. He was picked up 
15 minutes tater by a life boat from 
one of the: tugs.

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KLAN WIZARD DENIES GROUP 
FOMENTED DETROIT STRIKE 


Chapter Disbanded Last August, Was Not 
Reorganized Because of Union Charges, 
.He Asserts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DETROIT, June 11.—James A. 
Colescott, Imperial Wizard of the 
Ku Klux Klan, told the Detroit 
News in a telephone conversation 
from his home in Atlanta, Ga., 
yesterday, that the Detroit chapter 
of the Kian had been disbanded 
last August in a “rebellious move- 
ment” led by Charles ‘(Nightshirt 
Charlie) Spare, long head of the 
Michigan Klan forces. 

. Colescott said he deliberately re- 
frained from organizing a new De- 
troit chapter of the Klan to refute 
frequent charges by UAW-CIO 
leadership that the hooded organ- 
ization was fomenting strikes in 
Detroit war plants. 

The Klan’s national leader said 
that Spare broke up the Detroit 
chapter because he resented Cole- 
scott’s attempt to bring local Klan 
policies in line with the policy of 
the national organization, 

Spare, he said, led the dissident 
Klan members into a new organ- 
ization called the “United Sons of 
America” and installed himself as 
national president of that organ- 
ization. 

Spere’s Version. 

In reply to these charges by 
Colescott, Spare gave his version 
of an ideological quarrel over the 
Klan’s wartime attitude toward 
the Negro. 

Spare, now working as a private 
investigator for a Detroit agency, 
said that when Colescott became 
Imperial Wizard some years ago 
he (Colescott) agreed that the 
Klan should abandon its tradi- 
tional anti-Negro, anti-Catholic 
and anti-Jewish policies in favor 
of one devoted to promoting 100 
per cent Americanism among all 
groups. This new policy, Spare 
said, was emphasized in the 1942 
July-August issue of the Kilan’s 
national .publication, The Fiery 
Cross, 

About the same time, he said, a 
feeling had arisen among Detroit 
Klansmen that, in view of the in- 
creasing number of war plant 
strikes which were being attrib- 
uted to organized Kian agitation, 
the Detroit organization ought to 
disband for the duration of the 
war, 

Then, last August, Spare coh- 
tinued, Colescott sent out a reprint 
of an editorial appearing in the 
Gadsden (Ala.) Times, based large- 
ly on excerpts from the book, 
“Washington Is Like That,” by W. 
M. Kiplinger, in which the Wash- 
ington letter writer noted the 
growth of a sympathetic attitude 
toward the Negro under the lead- 
ership of the Roosevelt family. 
The editorial concluded that such 
an attitude would “mongrelize” the 
South and called on “Southern civ- 


ilization” to fight the trend. The 
reprint declared the Klan had 
“saved the social order in 1866” 
and was prepared to do so again. 
“That Was the End.” 

“That was the end,” Spare said. 
“We'd stood all we could from 
Colescott’s leadership, but that was 
too much.” 

Colescott, in his statement, said 
Spare mustered only about 50 or 
60 of the Klian’s membership at 
the dissolution meeting, and that 
a majority of these voted to dis- 
band the organization, 


“The fact that we have not had 
a chapter in metropolitan Detroit 
since last August,” Colescott said, 
“proves conclusively that R. J. 
Thomas, UAW-CIO president, was 
in error when he accused the Klan 
of fomenting the recent strike at 
the Packard Motor Car Co. 

“It is true that the Klan for 
some time has been working with- 
in the UAW-CIO to combat the 
Communist leadership in the union. 
We are doing that in CIO unions 
through the country, as well as in 
unions of the AFL.” 


Had 1200 Members. 


Colescott said that at the time 
Spare broke up the Detroit Klan 
chapter it had about 1200 mem- 
bers. The meeting at. which the 
chapter was dissolved took place 
in the Forest Social Club, 98 For- 
est avenue, West, which served 
for years as Kian headquarters 
in Detroit. 


Colescott insisted that the Klan 
never fought with organized labor, 
but that it always fought and 
would continue to fight Commu- 
nist elements in labor leadership. 


He said the Klan chapter near- 
est to Detroit was in Fiint. 


“I welcome an investigation of 
the CIO charges,” Colescott said. 
“All they have to do to get me 
to Detroit to testify is to send 
me a subpena, I'd be glad to have 
the opportunity to tell in public 
who is fomenting these strikes.” 


Spart said he called a meeting 
of the Detroit Klan to discuss dis- 
solution, Knowing that his own 
sentiments were shared by the 
majority of Detroit members. He 
said that at that time the Klan 
here numbered not more than 350 
members ‘in good standing, of 
whom about 110 attended the 
meeting at which a majority voted 
to disband. 

‘Just a Social Club.’ 

Spare corroborated © Colescott’s 
statement that many of the Klans- 
men who voted to dissolve the De- 
troit Chapter organized a new so- 
ciety called the United Sons of 
America. He described the United 
Sons as just a social club. 

He denied he had organized the 
United Sons and made himself na- 
tional president. “I didn’t organize 


it,” Spare said. “All I did was to 


give the organizers some advice on 
how to go about it.” 

Spare denied he or the new 
organization had any part in the 
recent unauthorized Packard 
strike. While some former Klans- 
men may have taken part in the 
agitation on their own initiative, 
he said, there was no organs 
participation.

The investigation, which is rec-

Jacob M, Lashly of St, Louis, 
attorney for the survey organiza- 
tion, charged at a committee meet- 
ing Tuesday night that the investi- 
gation was designed to penalize the 
association rather than to collect 
information for legislative pur- 
poses.

The original resolu- 
tion failed to set out such a basis, 
but the new one specified three 
matters of legislation on which the 
House “desired information” 
through this inquiry, 

In all of the subjects named, ap- 
propriation bills, the tex consoli- 
dation bills and the anti-lobby bill, 
all of the bills have passed the 
House and are pending in the Sen- 
ate. The Senate is not a party to 
the investigation, and so far. as 
appears has not asked for infor- 
mation to be gathered by the 
House committee, 

For the purpose of the record, 
prior to the introduction of the 
new resolution, the House last 
night discharged the originally 
appointed investigating commit- 
tee and then, immediatély after 
the new resolution was adopted, 
Speaker Elliott reappointed the 
same committee which consists of 
Walter E. Bailey of Carthage, 
William B. Weakley of Clarkesville, 
Roy Hamlin of Hannibal, John J, 
Endres of Perryville and Joe H, 
Miller of Carrollton.

RETURN ON UNION PLEA 


128 MeQuay-Norris Workers 
: After Employe Was 
usted Because o Prank. 


Striking employes of the heat- 
treat department at the McQuay-! 
Norris Manufacturing Co. core 
plane, who left their jobs last 
night in protest against the sus- 
pension of a fellow employe, re- 


turned to work this afternoon on 
request of union officers and pend- 
ing a settlement of their griev- 
ance. 

About 200 members of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers’ Union, 
Local 986, attended the meeting 
at union headquarters, 3325 Clara 
avenue, where Walter E. Schilling, 
subregional director of UAW, 
urged them to return to their jobs, 
pointing out the CIO policy for 
the duration of the war is not to 
strike. Atotal of 128 men went 
on strike last night, company of- 
ficerg said, adding that they were 
a very small percentage of the 
total number of employes in the 
heat-treat department.

UNEMPLOYMENT VOTED 


House Passes Bill to Increase 
Payroll Levy on War 
Industries. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 11.— 
An employers’ bill, advocated by 
the Associated Industries, to pro- 
vide an unemployment fund. cush- 
ion to meet the expected heavy 
drain on the State unemployment 
compensation fund at the close of 
the war, was passed by the House 
yesterday. Adoption of several 
corrective amendments will require 
its return to the Senate for con- 
currence, but final enactment is 
virtually certain. 

It ig expected that the additional 
taxes to be paid into the fund by 
employers will increase it from its 
present 95 million dollars to at 
least 180 million by 1945. As a re- 
sult there will be additional money 
available to provide weekly bene- 
fits for persons thrown out of em- 
ployment by restricted operations 
of war industries when the war 
ends, 

Virtually all of the increased 
taxes will be paid by war indus- 
tries, as it applies particularly to 
to those industries whose payrolls 
have increased more than 50 per 
cent above their average for 1939, 
1940 and 1041. The tax will be 3.6 
per cent on that portion of the 
payrolis above the 50 per cent in- 
crease, Payrolig below that will be 
subject to the regular tax, which 
varies from less than 1 per cent to 
3 per cent, depending on their 
merit rating established by their 
experience for regularity of em- 
ployment. 

The bill was introduced by Sen- 
ators Francis Smith of &t. Joseph 
and M. C. Matthes of Hillsboro, 
who urged its passage on the 
ground that it would relieve dis-|«c 
tress among unemployed workers, 
and that it would prevent bank- 
ruptcy of the fund by the heavy 
demands on it which could be ex- 
pected. 

Officers from the War Depart- 
ment appeared before a House 
committee in opposition to the en- 
actment of the law, urging its de- 
feat on the ground that the in-/| > 
creased taxes would be charged 
into the production cost of war 
materials. While there was little 
opposition from employers, a few 
objected to the bill on the ground 
that it would mean increased costs 
to manufacturers in Missouri, and 
that they would be at a disadvan- 
tage in competition with manufac- 
turers in states which did not have

Good Enough For Two Theaters 


A tanker, an old “rust-pot,” on its way to join a convoy 
and carrying a load of high-test gasoline, is struck by Nazi 
torpedoes. Explosions and sheets of flame envelop it in an 
instant and the whole vessel, from stem to stern, becomes a 

: region of fire. Our friends, Ray- 
mond Massey and Humphrey Bo- 
gart, keeping their heads, see to it 
that the men of the crew go over 
the side in lifeboats or down ropes. 

They pull away through patches 
of flame and choking fumes. to 
comparative safety, only to have 
ithe U-boat crew take their pictures 
with a movie camera and then run 
down and smash the lifeboat. 
These frightening events, these 
terrible scenes occur in the first 
half hour of “ACTION IN THE 
NORTH ATLANTIC,” new film 
HIS FANS WILL BE playing at two theaters at once— 

PLEASED. the Ambassador and Fox. The se- 
quence has little to do with the main story, which is that of a 
Liberty ship in a convoy going from ecm: Canada, to Mur- 
mansk, Russia. 

Yet for sheer spectacular effect, the’ ninictine of the tanker 
in “Action in the North Atlantic” has rarely been equalled on 
the screen, and that statement takes into account many fine 
sea disasters. Even knowing that the whole business was 
filmed on a Warner Bros. sound stage in sunny and dry Cali- 
fornia doesn’t make it any the less exciting. Here is a splen- 
did job and the skill and magic of Hollywood has made us see, 
and feel keenly, the import of such phrases in the news as 
“tanker sunk by submarine off the Atlantic coast, with a loss 
of 17 lives” and know what is back of a few awkward sailor- 
interviews for the newsreels. 

“Action in the North Atlantic,” big enough epic for simul- 
taneous showing at two theaters, still is not merely spectacular, 
not merely horrifying. Itg rough yet jovial humor, in which 
Alan Hale and Sam Levene have important shares, is quite as 
characteristic and an audience which sees the film laughs often 
and much. 

But its intention is to pay tribute to the merchant marine 
for carrying the goods of war across the ocean and that it does, 
in letters of fire.

T makes chop’ suey?

My Day

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

AST evening I spent from 7 to 
L: o’clock at a meeting at the 

Old Soldiers’ Home. The} wrote 
me and said they were veterans 
of many wars, that they held meet- 
ings twice a month, that they had 
a great interest in the war now go- 
ing on, and felt left out because I 
had told so many groups of my ex- 
periences in Great Britain and had 
not been to them. So, since there 
was a stag dinner last night at the 
White House for the President of 
Paraguay, I spent the evening with 
the veterans, 

At 5 o’clock yesterday, the Presi- 
dent of Paraguay, Gen. Higinio 
Morinigo, was received with the 
customary formalities. After din- 
ner he and the President had a 
long conference. 

I left on the night train for New 
York City, in order to go this aft- 
ernoon to the dedication of the 
Anzac Garden on top of the Brit- 
ish Empire Building. At 5:30 I go 
to Norwalk, Conn., to lead a forum, 
after which I return to New York 
City to take a night train back to 
Washington. 

I was surprised on Tuesday to 
have my press conference women 
ask me about those tales which 
have been circulated and which 
accuse the women in our military 
services of a percentage of immor- 
ality. I realized, of course, that 
the reporters asking me knew 
quite well that they were not true, 
but, since they had to ask me, I 


also realized there must be a cer- 
tain amount of belief in the coun- 
try that these tales are justified. I 
have inquired of the authorities 
and find that there is probably no 
group of young women anywhere 
with as high a standard for good 
behavior. Someone wrote me com- 
plaining about certain things they 
thought they had seen near one of 
the training camps and that was 
at once investigated. 

These young women take their 
work very seriously. They are im- 
bued with a desire to be of service 
during the war, and they know 
that part of that service is to set 
a high standard of conduct. The 
public should know that the wom- 
en already recruited in the WAACs 
take the place of four divisions of 
soldiers, and are releasing that 
number of men for active service 
means something to the enemy. 
The enemy was conscious of this 
when it started a similar whis- 
pering campaign against the wom- 
en in the British and Canadian 
forces. 

Why we fall for this same type 
of Axis propaganda here is be- 
yond my understanding. If any 
of us know of individual cases of 
misbehavior, we should _ report 
them at once, so that they can 
be cofrected. But to believe that 
these girls are not doing a patri- 
otic and fine job, and living up,to 
the standards which their homes 
would expect of them, is just play- 
ing into the enemy’s hands.

Misses Chance 


To Be ‘Hero:

T is too bad that players who 
| show the most enterprise (per- 

haps “rashness’ would be the 
better term) in the bidding are not 
able to translate this into profit 
through the play. Take today’s 
deal, for example.

It was all very well for South to 
feel that North’s spade raise and 
subsequent diamond bid took care 
of the losers in those suits, but 
curiously complacent 
about the club situation. Neither of 
North’s bids had indicated that he 
could solidify South’s club suit, 
either through possession of the 
queen or shortness that would per- 
mit ruffs, 

West hopefully laid down the, 
heart ace and was disgusted to see. 
declarer ruff it. Declarer, however, 
was even more disappointed at the 
sight of three measly clubs in the 
dummy. He could discard two of 
his own club on dummy’s_ dia- 
monds, but what good would that 
do him? Well, there was only one 
hope (he thought); 
would have to be kind enough to 
unguard the club suit. 

Declarer laid down the ace and 
king of.trumps, then, since he ap- 
parently couldn’t afford to over- 
take either of his diamond honors 
with dummy’s ace, he laid down 
his two diamond honors, then led 
a spade to the queen and cashed 
the ace and jack of diamonds, dis- 
carding clubs. All this, however, 
made matters extremely simple for 
the defenders. West followed suit 
to all the diamonds and could well 
afford to let go two hearts on the 
trumps to which he could not fol- 
low. Now when declarer exited 
from:dummy, East had no use for 
his hearts since dummy was en- 
tirely devoid of entries, and his 
automatic keeping of clubs meant 
the sure defeat of the contract. 

Declarer had the chance to be a 
hero in this deal. His own line of 
play had been entirely hopeless 
against anything resembling sound 
defense, but another line would 
have succeeded against perfect op- 
position. Let’s take over the play: 

Declarer ruffs the heart ace and 
lays down every trump, discarding 
a heart and a club from dummy. 
Almost immediately, East gets into 
difficulties. Having followed to 
the first heart trick and the first 
trump lead, he must make four dis- 
cards on the run of trumps. These 
can only be three hearts and a dia- 
mond. Now declarer cashes the 
diamond king, overtakes the queen, 
and cashes the jack. East's last 
diamond falls on this trick and es- 
tablishes the six spot. When this 
card is led, East is put under the 
steam-roller. He must keep the 
heart king to overlay dummy’s 
queen, hence must relinquish a 
club. Now declarer can cash the 
ace, king and nine of clubs for the 
fulfilling tricks.

OLD MAN RIVER--Gold Rush By Steamboat 


Prospectors Braved 2300-Mile Trip Up Treacherous Missouri to Montana Fields. 


By Robert A. Hereford 


As Told to Him by the Late Capt. 
Louis Rosche, Veteran Steamboat- 
man. 


CHAPTER SIX 


"VE met people who had the idea 
[net there was only one gold 

rush, the one to California in. 
1849. They always pictured folks 
racing to the gold fields by cov- 
ered wagon over the prairies, with 
Indians ambushing the wagon 
trains. Well, I was in another gold 
rush, a gold rush by river, with the 
prospectors traveling hell-bent for 
Montana gold fields by boat up the 
wild 2300-mile stretch of the Mis- 
souri. We had to watch out for 
Indians, too, who laid in wait on 
the banks when we went ashore 
for wood, and who were itching to 
Snag boatmen’s scalps at their 
elts, 


This gold rush took place in the 
sixties, about 20 years after the 
forty-niners invaded California. In 
1863 two prospector chaps, Wil- 
liam Fairweather and Henry Ed- 
gar, ran across a placer deposit of 
gold up in Montana. Well, it 
turned out that what they found 
was the richest placer deposit ever 
discovered. The spot where they 
made their find became so popu- 
lar that soon there was a city 
there. They named it Virginia 
City. Then some more rich de- 
posits were found at-Last Chance 
Gulch, and folks came crowding 
in there, too. That's Helena now. 


I had so many exciting adven- 
tures during that river gold rush 
that I don’t know just where to 
start; whether to begin with the 
story of the neighbor girl who 
shipped for the gold fields and had 
a “silver dollar” of her scalp lifted 
by the Sioux at the time I was 
second mate on the Lacon; or with 
the story of the little boy who trav- 
eled by covered wagon on a steam- 
boat; or with the story of the 
famous Madame Moustache, the 
lady gambler; or with the maiden 
trip to the gold fields of the Wil- 
liam J. Lewis; or with the story 
of proud Chief Porcupine of the 
Sioux whom I met while I was 
mate of the Lacon. So I guess I’ll 
start at the beginning, that is, 
with my first trip up the Missouri 
to the gold fields. 


It was late in March of 1866 that 
I first caught the Missouri River 
fever. I was nearly 14 now, a big 
strapping boy, and a veteran of 
two years of Mississippi River ex- 
perience. I had made my peace 
with my aunt and uncle, and I 
stayed at their home in St. Louis 
between boat jobs. I insisted on 
paying board. It gave me a feel- 
ing of. independence, and I think, 
too, that secretly my Aunt Caro- 
line and Uncle Frank, despite their 
prejudice against my career as a 
boatman, were a little proud of 
their nephew who was making his 
own way in the world? Aunt Caro- 
line would never allow me to help 
her with the dishes after supper 
and insisted that I remain in the 
dining room and read the paper 
with Uncle Frank. It made me 
feel very grown up.

NE blustery evening late in 

March of 1866, I was scanning 

the river news section of the 
Missouri Republican. I always 
turned first to the boat page with 
its advertisements of departures, 
each accompanied by a miniature 
picture of a boat, praising the 
speed of the craft and listing the 
name of the master and clerk. The 
boats were soliciting freight and 
passengers for the race up _ the 
wild, winding Missouri River to 
the Montana gold fields as soon as 
the ice should break. “Ho, for the 
Gold Mines,” read a caption over 
one of the advertisements. My eye 
ran down the page. Two among the 
dozens of departure announcements 
held my attention. 


One read, “For Fort Benton; 
Fine new sidewheeler, Wm. J. 
Lewis, Herndon master. Having 
cargo completed, will leave St. 
Louis as above, on Tuesday, 
March 27th at twelve o’clock pre- 
cisely. This boat has very supe- 
rior accommodations for passen- 
gers and will be loaded to three 
feet only.” The second advertise- 
ment read: “For Fort Benton, 
Mollie Dozier, Dozier 
master, will leave St. Louis for 
Fort Benton direct, on Tuesday, 
27th, 4 p. m. positively. This boat 
igs new and will load only to three 
feet going through without deten- 
tion.” 

My riverman’s instinct immedi- 
ately sensed a race. And what a 
race! Here were two boats leav- 
ing the same day for the Montana 
gold fields twenty-three hundred 
miles distant, loaded with anxious- 
ly awaited freight and carrying 
prospector passengers, each of 
whom felt that a loss of an hour’s 
time might mean the loss of a 
fortune. It would require weeks, 
even months, for the trip up the 
lonely Missouri through a wilder- 
ness teeming with hostile Indians, 
but not one minute would be 
wasted by either boat. Eaqh was 
loaded with a fortune in freight. 
Passenger fare one way was three 
hundred dollars. 


I was determined now to get a 
job in the Missouri River trade. 
I'd show my cautious uncle wheth- 
er or not the steamboat business 
was dying. Maybe, after I got 
to Fort Benton, I’d have a chance 
to go to the gold fields myself and 
make a rich strike. I spent the 
next few days loafing on the levee 
where the fleet of great Missouri 
River packets tugged at their haw- 
sers, impatient for the ice to clear 
on the Missouri, so that they could 
be on their way. I was trying to 
make up my mind whether to ship 
on the Lewis or the Dozier. It 
never occurred to me that I might 
not be able to get a job on the 
boat -I selected. I had worked 
in the Mississippi River trade.

They'd be glad to hire me on a 
boat plying a second-rate river like 
the Missouri. 


I had some of the wind taken 
out of my sails when I said as 
much to a little, old, dried-up man 
with whom I struck up a conver- 
sation. He shifted his tobacco 
quid from one withered cheek to 
the other and pointed to a spot 
beside him where he was sitting 
on a stack of railroad ties that 
were awaiting shipment. 


“Sit down here a minute, sonny,” 
he said, “and listen to an old man 
who's spent all his life on the 
river and all of it right in the 
Missouri River trade. Just  be- 
cause the Mississippi is the biggest 
river in the country, you mustn’t 
get the idea that she’s the best 
and the boats on her the finest 
and her boatmen the smartest. 
That ain’t true. Son, real steam- 
boatin’ begins a few miles north 
there, where the Missouri and the 
Mississippi join up.” 

He spat into the brown stream 
of the Mississippi. “It takes a 
real man to be a Missouri River 
pilot, and that’s way a good one 
draws down as high as a thousand 
dollars a month. If a Mississippi 
boat makes a good trip to New 
Orleans and back, its milk-fed 
crew think they’ve turned a: trick. 


“Bah! That’s creek navigatin’, 
But from St. Louis to Fort Benton 
and back—close on to 5000 miles, 
son, with cottonweed snags waitin’ 
to rip a hole in your bottom and 
the fastest current there ever was 
on any river. darin’ your engines 
at every bend and with Injuns 
hidin’ in the bushes at the wood- 
yard landing ready to rip the scalp 
off your head—that’s a hair-on- 
your-chest, he-man trip for you! 

“The Missouri has more history 
stored up in any one of her 10,999 
bends than this puny Mississippi 
creek can boast from her source 
to the New Orleans delta. I know 
what I'm talkin’ about, because 
I’ve seen navigatin’ on the Mis- 
souri, beginnin’ with the dugouts 
the Injuns hollowed out of tree 
trunks right down to those floatin’ 
palaces you see tied up so pretty 
there. The first freight boat on 
the Missouri was the Mackinaw. 
It had a flat bottom and some- 
times was 50 feet long and 12 feet 
wide. Of course, it could navigate 
only downstream. It carried oars- 
men and was sold for the lumber 
in it at the end of the trip. But 
don’t get an idea it was a puny 
affair. Why, son, a good Mack- 
inaw could carry as much as 15 
ton of freight, and she’s make 
more'’n a hundred miles a day.

éé OURSE the Mackinaw 
( couian't compare with the 
keelboat, which was a real 
freight hauler and could travel up 
or down stream, although she 
didn’t have engines. The kee]boats 
ranged from 50 to 75 feet long, and 
some of ’em were 20 feet wide. It 
would surprise you the amount of 
freight they could carry in their 
cargo boxes, which ran almost the 
entire length of ’em. They were 
powered for the upstream haul 
with oars, sails, poles, and a long 
line which men, walking along 
shore, pulled. Sometimes the crew 
would run the boat close to shore 
and grab hold of the bushes and 
pull on them to get upstream, 
Folks called those early boatmen 
bushwhackers, but they were a dif- 
ferent breed than the outlaw bush- 
whackers you hear about now. 

“And the bullboat, now. There 
was a freak for you! But she 
served her purpose, and don’t 
think differently. The bullboat 
was a small freight boat used by 
the fur traders, and she looked 
just like one of your maw’s wash- 
tubs. The fur traders and the 
Injuns made bullboats by sewin’ 
buffalo hides together and stretch- 
in’ ’em over a framework of wil- 
low poles shaped like a tub. They 
pitched the seams to make ‘em 
waterproof. They poled ’em, and 
they were pretty awkward to navi- 
gate. At night the bullboatmen 
would land, dump out their furs, 
turn the boat over to let it dry, 
and then sleep under it, just like 
it was a tent. 

“Now those were all fine craft, 
but they weren't steamboats, You 
didn’t happen to know, did you, 
that I made the first trip ever 
made by a steamboat on the Mis- 
souri?” 

I knew that an answer wasn’t 
expected, so I just sat still and 
listened, I could have listened to 
him all day. 

“Yes, siree-bob, i that I did—on 


i 


the steamboat Independence, Capt. 
John Nelson, master, way back in 
1819. The trip was from St. Louis 
to Franklin, Mo., about 150 miles. 
Some rich fellows in St. Louis fi- 
nanced the trip. It took us 15 
days to make it. Those rich fel- 
lows, bless their hearts, put up the 
money just to prove that boats 
could get up the Missouri. I was 
standin’ in the forecastle ag she 
hove into sight of Franklin land- 
ing. We had a cannon mounted 
on the bow and fired a salute. A 
cannon answered from the bank. 
There was a big crowd on the 
bank, and they were cheerin’ and 
wavin’ their hats. A few minutes 
later our roustabouts were hustlin’ 
ashore a cargo of sugar, whisky 
and flour—the first freight haul 
by steamboat by the Missouri. 


“Yes, siree, the Missouri River 
was right up to date. It was only 
two years before that the first 
steamboat had arrived at the St. 
Louis waterfront. She was the 
Zebulon M. Pike. She was such 
a freaky-lookin’ craft that her 
master, who had an eye for busi- 
ness, made himself a tidy penny 
by chargin’ curious folks a dollar 
to come aboard and look around.” 


I learned other things about the 
Missouri River from the boatmen 
who. traveled on it. Happy that 
they soon would have a deck un- 
der their feet once more after a 
winter on land, the men good- 
naturedly answered my questions. 
I didn’t make the mistake again 
of acting superior because I had 
been in the Mississippi trade.

LEARNED that the wooded 
| banks sheltered other killers 

than Ifdians. These were the 
bushwhackers or guerrillas, bands 
of cutthroats, who hid out in parts 
of Missouri during the Civil War 
and for some time following it. 
They were the terror of the rural 
districts. They made out that they 
were Confederate soldiers as an 
excuse to burn down the homes 
of farmers and steal their live- 
stock, but any who were caught 
by the armies of the South were 
hanged as outlaws, They slaught- 
ered some of the cattle for food 
and then killed the rest, shot men 
and boys, and carried the women 
away into the woods with them. 
The big steamboats which plied the 
Missouri were rich prizes for the 
guerrillas. A river packet was 
like a floating bank, for in the 
safe was the money collected for 
the freight and the money for the 
crew's payrolls. The heavily 
stocked pantries and the choice 
stores of liquors in the big bars 
were added attractions, 


I heard the story of the murder- 
ous attack on the steamboat Sam 
Gaty in March of 1863. The pas- 
sengers were eating in the large 
dining room of the boat when the 
guerrillas charged down from a 
steep wooded bank near Sibley, 
Missouri. There were a number 
of Union soldiers, as well as forty 
freed Negroes, on board. The 
guerrillas dragged several of the 
soldiers off the boat and shot them 
in cold blood, Then they continued 
their target practice, using the 
terrified, screaming Negroes as 
targets, until they had killed them 
all. But the soldiers and the 
Negroes were avenged, because the 
guerrillas, led by a cutthroat 
named Hicks, were trailed to their 
camp by a detachment of Kansas 
troops and seventeen of their 
number killed and their camp de- 
stroyed., 


The Mollie Dozier had been the 
victim of a cruel guerrilla attack 
and might have fared worse had it 
not been for the reputation of her 
master, Captain Fred Dozier, who 
was respected even by the guer- 
rillas. The Mollie Dozier, engaged 
in the St. Louis-Kansas City trade, 
tied up one evening at a lonely 
woodyard landing in northern Mis- 
souri. On board was a young 
Union officer going home on fur- 
lough. As the stage hit the bank, 
a gang of men, all shabbily dressed 
and armed to the teeth with pistols 
and rifles, swarmed out of the 
woods. The leader, the dirtiest of 
the lot, was a big brute with a red 
beard. 


Captain Dozier knew better than 
to resist. There were too many 
of the outlaws, and his crew wasn’t 
armed. Many steamboat officers, 
especially those in the mountain 
trade, carried pistols or rifles be- 
cause of the hostile Indians, and 
they were deadshots and as quick 
on the draw asa Western cowboy. 
But members of the crew were not 


allowed to keep guns because of 
the danger of mutiny. Redbeard 
slouched up the gangplank with 
his men trailing behind him and 
drawled, “I reckon you know what 
we're here for, Captain Dozier. 
Now, if you'll be quiet and accom- 
modatin’ and mind your own busi- 
ness while the boys help them- 
selves to a little food and maybe 
get a drink or two, there won’t be 
no trouble. “But if you don’t— 
well, my boys ain’t had no target 
practice lately and their trigger 
fingers is jes’ itchin’. I wouldn't 
tempt them too hard.” 


The only reason the _ bush- 
whackers didn’t kill the Captain 
and his crew and burn the boat 
was probably because of Captain 
Dozier’s reputation as a square 
shooter and a regular fellow. Cap- 
tain Dozier shrugged his shoulders 
and smiled. ’ 


“Well, boys, you’ve got the drop 
on me,” he said, “so I reckon 
there’s nothing I can do.” He stood 
aside, and the cutthroats rushed 
aboard, whooping and shouting. 
They went after the liquor first, 
stripping the Dozier’s bar as clean 
as a hound’s tooth. They drank 
until they could hardly stand and 
then loaded the rest of the liquor 
in sacks they found in the hold. 
Some of the guerrillas next made 
for the pantry and storeroom and 
cleaned them out. What they 
couldn’t eat they carried out onto 
the bank. 


The leader went straight for the 
safe. He dumped the gold and sil- 
ver and bills into a sack, Finally 
Redbeard walked up to Captain 
Dozier and said, “Now I’ve got just 


one more favor to ask of you, Cap- 
tain, before we say good-by.” 

“What will that be?” Captain 
Dozier answered, but he was afraid 
he knew what the answer was. 

The big guerrilla, who was cra- 
dling his long rifle in the crook of 
his right arm, shifted the barrel so 
that it pointed at the Captain's 
stomach. “Jes’ turn over that 
damned Yankee soldier you've got 
aboard, and we'll be leavin’.” 

Captain Dozier had been hoping 
that the guerrillas wouldn’t find 
out about the young officer, but in 
some way they had got wind of his 
presence. The leader probably 
thought that this would be a good 
opportunity to show off in public 
what a good Confederate he was 
by getting hold of a Union soldier 
and torturing him before the eyes 
of the men. 


“We have no Onion soldier 
aboard,” Capt Dozier replied in 
a steady voice. 

“Now that’s right fine of you 
tryin’ to save that man, but, if 
you don’t tell me where he is by 
the time I count five, I'll let day- 
light right through your middle 
and set fire to your boat. One— 
two—three”’——

ed from one of the cabins and 
out came three outlaws dragging 
with them a slender young fellow 
in a blue uniform. The soldier was 
struggling desperately to free him- 
self. Another outlaw stepped for- 
ward and hit him over the head 
with the butt end of his pistol, 
knocking him senseless. That made 
Redbeard angry, and he jerked out 
his own pistol. 


“I ought to put a bullet through 
that brainless head of yours!” he 
shouted.

We want to do it slow 
and proper.” Redbeard cocked his 
pistol and sighted along the bar- 
rel, .“You bring that man to, or 
you’ take his place,” he said.

Provision for 
Invalids Under 
Food Rationing

HE food rationing boards re- 
T ceived so many applications of 

a certain sort that the Office 
of Price Administration under 
date of Feb. 9, 1943, issued ration 
order No. 13, which is concerned 
with diets for invalids. This has 
to do with consumers who need 
more processed foods because of 
illness. 

Any consumer whose health re- 
quires that he have more processed 
foods than he can get with his 
war ration book may apply for ad- 
ditional points. The application 
must be made on OPA form R-15 
by the consumer himself, or by 
someone acting for him, either in 
person or by mail. The applica- 
tion can be made to the board only 
for the place where the consumer 
lives himself, submitting with the 
application a written statement 
from a licensed physician or sur- 
geon showing why he must have 
more processed foods and why he 
cannot use unrationed foods in- 
stead. 

The board, after it decides that 
the application is bona fide and 
proper and the applicant’s health 
depends on using processed foods 
exceeding the amount his ration 
book allows, can issue to the appli- 
cant the number of points neces- 
sary to get the additional food3 he 
needs.

THIS LOOSENING OF restric- 
tions will help many invalids or 
semi-invalids, particularly those 
with digestive disturbances—ulcer 
of the stomach or duodenum, acid 
dyspepsia, some cases of gall- 
stones and those with forms of in- 
testinal indigestion. For these, 
processed, pureed and soft foods 
are necessary and it is only prop- 
er and fair that restrictions on 
their ability to obtain such foods 
should be lifted, 

Thanks to the efforts of the 
Committee on Food Rationing of 
the New York Diabetes Associa- 
tion, invalids with diabetes are 
also receiving special considera- 
tion. Suggestions to diabetics are 
as follows: 

Voluntary surrendering of sugar 
ration cards should be the first step 
towards the registration of diabe- 
tics; in place of sugar rations, the 
diabetic patient should receive’ ex- 
tra ration cards for protein foods, 
especially meat, milk and butter, 
and fresh or canned vegetables and 
fruits. 

The important problem is to pro- 
vide sufficient fresh and canned 
fruits and vegetables — especially 
green vegetables to provide suffi- 
cient bulk—to compensate for the 
concentrated foods usually predom- 
inating in the diet of the diabetic. 


When making muffins in iron 
pans, grease the pans and heat 
them in the oven before putting 
the batter in.
